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WHITE HOUSE IN MOURNING

MANY CALLERS TO EXPRESS SYM- 
PATHY WITH THE PRESIDENT. 


THE DOORS CLOSED TO MOST OF THEM 
—FLAGS AT HALF 
AMONG THE SORROWING FAMILY— 
EFFECT UPON THE CAPITAL’3 SOCIAL 
SEASON—FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 25.—Thore wore signs of 
mourning about the city at an early hour this 
morning in the flags which dropped at half 
maston the public buildings and on hotels and 
private houses. The flagstaff on the White 
House was bare. Mr. Halford explained that 
the President was averse to having it placed at 
half mast, so it was determined, rather than 
have it flying as usual, to refrain from display- 
ing it at all until after the body of Mrs. Harrison 
shall have been taken away from here, when it 
will again be raised. The public buildings are 
open and the flags at half mast are the only 
public indications of the death in the Executive 
Mansion. The emblem of mourning was absent 
from the bell at the door of the White House 
until toward 11 o’clock, when the undertaker 
placed a plain black crape knot and bow around 
it. 

Sfter the end had come, this morning, the 
President retired to his own room, adjoining 
that in which Mrs. Harrison died, and lay upon 
his bed. He passed the early hours of the morn- 
ing in strict seclusion, and soon after 7 o'clock, 
as ie his custom, he descended to the breakfast 
room, where he joined the othermembers of the 
family at 8 o’clock. The meal was soon over, 
and the President and the family at once re- 
turned to the private part of the mansion. 

All of the members of the immediate families 
of the President and Mrs. Harrison are here 
except the President’s brother, John Scott 
Harrison of Kansas City, whois nowon his 
way, Carter Harrison of Tennessee, and Mra. 
Harrison’s only brother, John Scott of Portland, 
Oregon, who left there yesterday. He will 
probably not come to Washington, but will go 
directly to Indianapolis, which city there is only 
a bare possibility of his reaching in time for the 
interment. 

Soon after 9 o’clock this morning Mrs. Harri- 
g0n’s body was embalmed. It will probably lie 
{n the room in which Mrs. Harrison died until 
the private services are held Thursday. 

About 1 o’slock Mr. Russell Harrigon, Mr. Me- 
Kee, and Mr. Halford visited the establishment 
of Undertaker Spears and selected a casket. 
The one which was finally decided upon was 
made of Spanish red cedar, covered with fine 
black broadcioth. This casket has a copper 
metallic inner case, hermetically sealed, and 
lined with cream tufted satin. The exterior of 
the casket has no ornamentation whatever, ex- 
cept the oxidized bar handles which run its full 
length and a solid silver oxidized plate bearing 
this inscription: 

CAROLINE ScoTT HARRISON, 
Wife of 
BENJAMIN HARRISON, 
Died Oct. 25, 1892. 

Soon after breakfast the President was joined 
fn his room by the Rev. Dr. Hamlin, pastor of 
the Church of the Covenant, who spent some 
time with him. Attorney General Miller was 
also early at the Executive Mansion and saw 
the vrosident. Secretary Tracy called a little 
later, and also spent a few momepte with the 
President. Postmaster General Wanamaker 
and Secretary Noble also called, and each 
passed about half an hour with the President. 

Mrs. Miller, wife of the Attorney General, and 
Mrs. Rusk and other ladies of the families of the 
members of the Cabinet called this morning and 
spent some time with the family. A few other 
intimate friends were also received. Mrs 
Parker met most of the callers who went up 
stairs. 

A number of friends of the family called and 
left notes of condolence, most of them for the 
jJadies of the household. Chief Justice Fuller 
of the Supreme Court called about 11:20 
o’clock on his way to the courtroom to express 
his condolence and to learn the President's 
wishesin order that he might communicaioc 
them to his associates. He was shown into 
Private Secretary Halford’s room, but did not 
see the President. Senator Kenna of West Vir- 
ginia also called and left a message of sym- 
pathy. 

Among the persons who left cards atthe Ex- 
pcutive Mansion during the day were Senator 
and Mrs. Cockrell. Mr. Joseph K. McCammon, 
Senator McPherson, Judge and Mrs. Jeremiah 
Wilson, Commissioner of Patents Harris, Repre- 
sentative and Mrs. Dalzell, Senator Proctor, 
Commodore and Mre. Rameay, Mre. Fuller, wife 
of the Chief Justice; Mrs. Waite, Gen. Brice of 
the army, and mauy members of the Diplomatic 
Corps. 

Many handsome floral offerings were received 
and were sent up stairs to Mrs. Dimmick and 

irs. McKee. The chrysanthomum was one of 

rs. Harrison’s favorite flowers, and many of 
her friends sent tributes composed wholly of 
varieties of this flower. 

The death of Mre. Harrison will interrupt for 
some time the social functions of Washington. 
The Vice President and Mra. Morton and the 
members of the Cabinet and their wives, being, 
in a sense, the official family of the President, 
it is understood, will i into mourning, and will 
therefore withdraw from all participation in 
social events for one month. 

At the request of Mr. de Struve, Minister from 
Rassia, a dinner which was to be given in his 
hohor to-morrow evening by some sixty promi- 
nent fellow-members of the Metropolitan Club 
as a parting evidenceofr their esteem (just prior 
to his departure for Europe) has been indefinite- 
ly postponed. 

The University Club announces that, in view 
of Mrs. Harrison’s death, the reception to Jus- 
tice Shiras of the Supreme Court, which had 
been fixed for Oot 31, has been postponed to 
£0me6 date next month.

MAST—TOHE DAY 


SERVICES IN WASHINGTON TO.MORROW— 
INTERMENT IN INDIANAPOLIS FRIDAY. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The funeral arrange- 
ments have been completed by Private Secre- 
tary Halford, assisted by Lieut. Parker and Mr. 
McKee. 

It has been decided that the funeral serv- 
ices shall be held here Thursday morning at 10 
o’elock. It is the President’s wish that they 
shai be as private as possible. They will be 
held in the East Room of the White House. 
This is the largest room in the building, and in 


fact the only one adapted to the holding of serv- 
ices even as private as those which the family 
desire. They will be conducted according to the 
Pres forme by the Rev. Dr. Teunis 8. 
Bet pastor of the Church of the Covenant 
on Connecticut Avenne, of which the President 
and Mrs. Harrison have been regular attend- 
ants. The body will not lie in state. 

Only the kinsmen of the President and of his 
late wife, probably the members of the Cabinet 
and their families, and a very few intimate 
— will be ey A the yz services 

ere. oaneiary usk will reach here to-night, 
and Secretary Kikins wil! also arrive in time for 
the funeral, so that all the members of the Cabi- 
net will be present at the ceremonies. They 
‘will act as honorary pall bearers at the services 
in this city. Vieo President Morton, who tele- 
graphed during the day asking tho time when 
the funeral would take place, and Chief Justice 
Fuller may also be asked to serve as pall bear- 
ers. The body bearers will be employes of the 
White House. 

Immediately upon the conclusion of the serv- 
ices here the fuveral party will start for Indian- 
apolis. This will beat 11:30o0r12o'clock. Allthe 
members of the President’s family, with the ex- 
ception of his three grandchildren, will accom- 
pany the remains of Mrs. Harrison to Indianap- 
olis. This, of course, includes Dr. Scott, the 
venerable father of Mrs. Harrison. The mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and probably thefr wives 
will also go. It is likely that Vice President 
Morton and family, Chief Juetice Fuller, and a 
few others will be specially invited. 

The services in Indianapolis will be of a more 
public character, and will be held at 10:30 
o'clock Friday morning in the First Presby- 
terian Church at New-York and Pennsylvania 
Btreetea. The Rev. Dr. M. L. Haines, pastor of 
that church, willofficiate. The services will be 
very simple. The President's wish in this re- 
spect has been conveyed to Dr. Haines, to 
whom the details of the arrangements will he 
left. The body will be taken from the station to 
the church and thence to Crown Hill Cemetery. 
This cemetery is directly north of the city, 
about two or three miles from tho city limits. 
It is one of the few really beautiful spots about 
Indianapolis, whose location 1s too flat to admit 
of the uresque. The cemetery is a tract of 
rolling country wooded with fine old trees. No

MR. MACVEAGH’S CONFIDENCE.

REASONS FOR A BELIEF IN THE KELEC- 
TION OF MR. CLEVELAND. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Mr, Wayne MacVeagh 
came from Philadelphia to-day to make an ar- 
gument*before the Supreme Court ina case in 
which heis counsel. He was asked to-night if 
he intended to reply to Patrick Egan’s state- 
ment which appeared this morning. 

“T do not,” Mr. MaoVeagh said. ‘It is too 
pitiable to merit any attention, I have eaid all 
that I care to say to Mr. Egan.” 

Mr. MacVeagh expressed tho opinion that the 
apathy one hears so much about in connection 
with the campaign is only in appearance, and 
that the peopie are taking a great intorest in 
politics, particularly in the moral side. They 
are interested in improving the political stand- 
ards, both in men and methods, and are in- 
fluenced by reason and right rather than by au 
appeal to old partisan prejudices. 

* When you strike the moral chord,” he said, 
“it finds a very earnest response in public 
sentiment.”’ He discovers evidence of this in 
the numberless letters of thanks which have 
come to him since his letter and his speech in 
Philadelphia. He has received such letters 
from all parts of the country, from some of the 
most prominent persons in the country, and 
from very many cf the plain people in many of 
the States, and in allis expressed an apprecia- 
tion of the moral purpose discerned in what he 
wrote and said. 

The fact that it is the avowed purpose of 
those who are trying to elect Mr. Cleveland to 
bring the people back to a serious consideration 
of principles, and to consider the well-being of 
the great mass of the people rather than the 
will of the mere politicians, Mr. MacVeagh re- 
gards as an insurance of the support of the 
people, who are scriously considering only what 
will be best for the country. This tone of public 
sentiment makes him confident that Mr. Cleve- 
land will be elected.

ASPIRING TO COMIC OPERA. 


THE AUTHOR OF “1492,” & E. RICE, 
AND H. J. LESLIE WORKING TOGETHER. 


Boston, Oct. 25.—Robert Barnet the libret- 
tist of “1492,” completed arrangements to-day 
with E. E. Rice and H. J. Leslio to collaborate 
with him in the production of a new comic 
opera. Mr. Rice will write the ensemble music 
and Mr. Leslie the lighter portions and catchy 
airs for the songs, Barnet furnishing the words. 

Thename of the new piece has not been defin- 
itely decided on, though Mr. Rice haga title that 
suits him pretty well. The piece will be purely 
comic opera, and in no respect a total burlesque 
like ** 1492,” and itis proposed to produce it both 
in this country and in London, Leslie thinking 
that he can hit the English taste, while Rice 
will look out for the proper seasoning of Amer- 
icanisms. The combination is as yet a trifle 
coy about giving out particulars of the general 
trend of the piece, except that itis to be an am- 
bitious etfort in the line of comic opera. Itis 
not likely that monarchs will figure in it toany 
great extent, as Barnet’s monarchical libretto 
tor ‘‘ Prince Pro Tem.,” accepted by Dixey, will 
do very well for that. 

Barnet’s friends say that he is ambitious to 
get into legitimate comedy work, and that he is 
taking the route to that end through comic 
opera first. He is said to have a little curtain 
raiser under headway, which will be produced 
preliminary to his regular comedy work.

CLEVELAND’S ELECTION THB PEO-

ELIZABETH, N, J., Oct. 25.—Senator McPher- 
son addressed a fine audience of Democrats to- 
night at Temple Opera House here on the tariiz 
He left State issues severely alone and devoted 
his time to an analysis of the McKinley bill, 
which he thoroughly dissected and exposed in 
all its inequity. 

He showed by practical illustration bow it 
imposes a tax of from 60 to 140 per cent. on the 
necessaries of life which the peor man must 
buy, and said that any Government which im- 
poses such a merciless tax as this upon the peo- 
ple ought to put out of existence. 

In conclusion he called upon his hearers to 
vote for Grover Cleveland, whose election, he 
declared, would be the principal safeguard of 
the people against the evils with which they 
were threatened by a perpetuation of the rule of 
the Republican Party.

Warrant for ex-Judge H. J. Swift. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Oot. 25.—A warrant was is- 
sued to-day in the police court for the arrest of 
ex-Judge Harlan J. Swift, a prominent Repub- 
lican lawyer and politician, late President of 
the Life and Reserve Association, whose affairs 
are now in the hands of a receiver. 

When application was made to the court for 
the appointment of a receiver an afiidavit was 
filed by ex-Assemblyman Milton M. Fenner of 


Fredonia, one of the founders of the Life and 
Reserve, charging that Harlan J. Swift took 
from the association $69,000, of which the asso- 
ciation oan get no statement or return. 

The Warrant to-day was eworn out by John 
Allingham, one of the policy holders of the as- 
sociation. It was served to-night. The news of 
the arrest has caused a sensation, for Mr. Swift 
is well known and is making himself prominent 
in the present campaign. 





Judge Blodget Mas Resigned. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 25.—Judge Blodget has con- 
firmed the statement that his resignation as a 
United States District Judge for this district 
has been handed to President Harrison. 

“ My resignation,” said the Judge, “‘ was sent 
to Washington the 15th, to take effect the first 
Monday in December. That is the day Congress 


meets, and the time between now and then is 
sufticient to allow the President to nominate 
my successor, so that there may be no delay in 
confirmation by Congress. I thought it time, 
after twenty-two years of service as a District 
Judge, to retire and make-way fer younger 
blood.

LESSONS IN VOTE GETTING 


CABTER GOES TO SCHOOL TO 


THE EXPERIENCED QUAY. 


CONFERENCKS WITH THE PENNSYLVA- 
NIAN IN WHICH HE GIVES POINTS— 
NEW TRICKS TALKED OF FOR THE 
LAST DAYS OF THE FIGHT—WHAT- 
EVER QUAY SAYS IS LAW. 


Mr. Quay yesterday surveyed the political 
battlefield which Chairman Carter has mapped 
out, and, with the air of an old Commander in 
Chief, promptly got! ready to deploy the forces 
in several quarters which had been neglected. 
To his superior craftiness and great sagacity the 
committee gave good heed. For an “invalid” 
Mr. Quay did a substantial day’s work. 

Quay’s advice was sought early in tho day, 
and before it was asked a war map was subinit- 
ted to him for inspection. The campaign was 
submitted to him in detail, and the points which 
Mr. Carter had rogarded as the strategic ones 
were pointed out to him with all the whys and 
wherefores. The silent statesman listened pa- 
tiently, and, when asked for suggestions, gave 
the committee men to understand that the cam- 
paign had not been just such as he would have 
carried on this year. 

Some plans for radical changes suggested by 
him are being considered by Mr. Carter and his 
associates, by which they hope at the last mo- 
ment to win in their desperate fight. 

The methods which Quay adopted to elect 
Mr. Harrison four years ago are looked for dur- 
ing the next two weoks. 

Quay remained at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
most of the day, and it wasin his rooms that 
the members of the committee ealled on him, 


one ortwo at a time. Almost the entire day 
was given up to the work. It was apparent 
that Quay was in command. 

From the Keystone State,in addition to the 
two Senators, there were to be seen about the 
hotel and headquarters Christopher L. Magee, 
who watched every movement made by Quay 
us closely as an expert politician could; Thomas 
Dolan, the millionaire President of the Manu- 
facturers’ Club in Philadelphia, who assisted 
John Wanamaker in raising the four-hundred- 
thousand-dollar corruption fund four years ago, 
and is credited with having charge of the fund 
in his State this year, and Henry K. Boyer, ex- 
Treasurer of the Commonwealth, who is one of 
Quay’s closest friends. ‘*Dave” Martin, who 
has charge of the corruptiou of voters for the 
committee, wae, of course, on hand. 

By the way, Dave has some fresh “talent” in 
his bureau, in the person of Wesley Thomas, the 
boy Senator and *“‘ boss’’ of West Philadelphia, 
a young man as bright as any man,jin his State 
and unusuaily astute for his years. He was 
elected to the State Senate at the age of twenty- 
one. These experts, who revolve about Quay, 
were walking about the corridors, deeply inter- 
ested in watching the movements of the big 
men from their State. Mr. Dolan was for a time 
in Quay’s room. 

Chairman Carter, Seoretary MoComas, and 
Mesars. Manley, Bliss, and Olarkson of the Na- 
tional Committee conferred with Mr. Quay. 
Thomas C. Platt, Chairman Brooktield, and 
Chairman Hackett were sent for. 

In the talk among the politicians that fol- 
lowed the conference two or three very signiti- 
caut points were brought out and discussed in 
all their bearings. 

‘The campaign will be prosecuted along new 
lines and with greater vigor than it has been up 
to date,” was one comment. 

“The National Committeemen and the lead- 
ers in this State have been given to understand 
that too much attention has been paid to New- 
York State by the National Committee. From 
this time on the State Committees must be relied 
on to attend to New-York, while the National 
Committee pute its money and its energies into 
other directiona,’’ was another comment. 

In discussing those propositions it was pointed 
out that Quay had resolved on a move bolder 
than Mr. Carter bad dared make, and more com- 
prehensive in its scope than had been yet 
attempted. 

“Quay believes that the fight should be made 
in States in the South and Northwest, where 
enough votes may be secured, if the cash holds 
out, to offset the votein this State. He looks 
upon North Carolina, Alabama, West Virginia, 
and New-Jersey as States which may be oapt- 
ured if a bold and unscrupulous campaign be 
made in those States. In Tennessee, where the 
Buchanan forces are said to be troublesome for 
the Democrats, he believes that it may be possi- 
ble to win. In short, he is in favor of transfer- 
ring the fight from thie State to other States in 
so far as the National Committee is concerned.” 

Opinions of this sort were frequently uttered 
by the politicians. But others said that Quay 
was as bold as ever, and that now he was at- 
temptiag, by a show of transferring the fight to 
other States, to divert attention so that he might 
make bis work here more effective. ‘“ Dave” 
Martin, it was said, would give more of his at- 
tention to the northern end of New-Jersey than 
he had heretofore, because the reports which 
were coming to headquarters indicated that 
there was little hope of securing the Electoral 
vote there, although the Republican managers 
believe that there is o possibility of electing 
their State ticket. 

That Thomas Dolan, whois supposed to have 
charge of raising the money for the National 
Committee, and Treasurer Bliss, who signs the 
checks which draw it out of Mr. Carter's safes, 
were among those who disoussed the campaign 
with Quay was regarded as one of the most 
significant facts of the entire day. 

One interesting feature was the close watch 
which Christopher L. Magee kept on Mr. Quay. 
He sat on a sofa in the corridor in close consul- 
tation with Senator Cameron while Gen. Clark- 
son was in Quay’s rooms. Mr. Maxee looked as 
if he had something on his mind which worried 
him. Perhaps he thought Mr. Quay was getting 
altogether too much notoriety out of his coming 
here, and was unhappy because he roflected 
that if Harrison were successful, Quay haa put 
himeelf ina — to reap the benefits, which 
had appeared, until Quay came, as if they were 
within his own grasp. 

Mr. Quay received a rtion of his informa- 
tion at the hotel, and then, on invitation of the 
cemmittes, went to the headquarters, at 518 
Fifth Avenue, reaching there about 4:30 o’clock. 
The National Committee did not hesitate to say 
that the situation in New-York had been the 
principal topic under discussion. The commit- 
tec made the following announcement last 
night: 

“Senator Quay has at various times given Chair- 
man Carter especial advice relating to the campaign 
in New- York, (ndiana, and the other doubtfal States. 
Mr. Carter has com:nunicated with him from time to 
time, and has always received important and sug- 
gestive replies. Every phase of the campaign in 
this State was taken upin the Conversation te-day, 
and Mr. Quay gave his views ~ wy tn to what ought 
to be done in order to get out the Republican vote in 
the Republican country districts and in order to hold 
down Tamimany’s majority in this city. 

“Mr. Quay disclosed to Mr. Carter fully all the 
means he had adopted for ~~ Oe upon Dem- 
ocratic schemes to corrupt the ballot.” 

No positive information was to be had as to 
how long the ex-Chairman would remain in the 
city. 





Fasion in Oregon, 

PORTTAND, Oregon, Oct. 25.—Fusion between 
the Democrats and the People’s Party was 
completed yesterday. Col. R. A. Miller was 
taken from the Democratic Electoral ticket 
and I. N. Pierce, one of the People’s Party 
Llectors, substituted. This was followed by 
the withdrawal of another Democratic Elector. 

The members of the two parties will give 
their votes to two Democrats and the People’s 
Party candidates. Leaders of both parties are 
confident. They are already figuring upon 
16,000 majority. This is based upon the votes 
both parties cast at the State election in June. 





Indlana’s Rogistration Law Void. 

[NDIANAPOLIS, Ind, Oct. 25.--The Supreme 
Court to-day rendered a decision, declaring un- 
constitutional the registration act of the elec- 
tion laws. Tho case was appeaicd from Hen- 
dricks County, and the decision of the lower

St. Lovurs, Mo., Oct. 25.—The tour of Missouri 
by Gov.

STRIKERS MOLEST THE WORKERS IN THE 
HOMESTEAD MILLS. 
HOMESTEAD, Penn., Oct. 25.—Within the past 
two days several non-union men have been as- 
saulted by strikers aud severely injured. Last 
night Charles Mitchell, on his way to work, was 
set upon and probably fatally injured. Join 


Gilder, who was with Mitchell, was also sovere- 
ly beaten. Another man, whose name could 
not be learned, was also assaulted. 

Later a piece of brick was thrown through the 
window of Deputy Sherift Young’s room on 
Third Avenue, but fortunately missed the in- 
tended victim. A boarding house, where the 
colored non-unionists lodge. was also attacked, 
and every window in the front of the house 
broken. 

Al Snyder, while on his way to the mill along 
the Pittsburg, McKeesport and Youghiogheny 
tracks, was followed by a crowd of Homestead- 
pom and beaten. He was knocked down several 

mes. 

Thomas Jamison, a roller in the mill, was 
chased along Eighth Avenue by a striker of the 
name of — Jamison called upon a coal 
and iron policoman for protection, and the of- 
ficer tripped Flynn. While on the ground tho 
striker drew a revolver to fire at the retreating 
non-unionist, but was restrained. 

A stranger from Braddock was set upon this 
evening at the corner of Fourth Avenue and 
MvOlure Btreet and severely beaten. The crowd 
thought he was a workman from tho mill, but 
he was not. 

It is so apparent that there is a growing feel- 
ing of unrest that to-night the force of Deputy 
Sheriffs was changed as regards hours for duty. 
Instead of having twenty-five on in the day- 
time and six at night, twenty will patrol tho 
town after 6 o’olock P. M. They will be assisted 
by three coal and iron police in addition to the 
usual guards at the non-union boarding houses. 

The conservative element among the locked- 
out men deplore this disorder as caloulated to 
work injury to the cause, and they, together 
with the borough police, are busying themselves 
in ferreting out the persons who have been 
prominont in the attacks.

CANDIDATE KOLB TRYING TO CONVICT 
HIS ASSAILANTS OF CONSPIRACY. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala, Oot. 25.—To-day six citi- 
zens of Henry County were brought to this olty 
by United States Marshals on a charge of tho 
violation of Section 5,520 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States. The affidavit was 
made by R. F. Kolb, at whom spoiled eggs were 
thrown last Saturday while he was attempting 
to make a speech at Gordon. 

He was accompanied by 8. 8. Booth, an 
Elector on the fusion ticket. The effort is to 
prove thatit was a conspiracy to prevent the 


advocacy of a candidate in whose interest Kolb 
Was speaking. 

A number of witnesses were examined to-day 
and not one swore that they at any time on the 
day in question saw the parties arrested togeth- 
er, cither before or after the speaking.

HALL AND BOOTH RESIGN 


NO LONGER DIRECTORS OF UNION 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


THEY OBJECTED TO THE ABROGATION 
OF THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
BOARD AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
—THEIR ACTION NOT UNEXPECTED— 
NO HARD FEELINGS. 


The resignations of the Rev. Dr. John Hall and 
the Rev. Dr. Robort Russell Booth from the 
Board of Directors of Union Theological Sem- 
inary have been received by the board, and will 
be acted upon at the next meeting. This action 
is the outcome, not’ entirely unexpected by the 
other members of the board, of the step taken 
by the Directors of the seminars two weeks 
ago in abrogating the agreement previously 
existing between the board and the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church. At 
that meeting the legal opinion furnished by 
Lawyer James C. Carter to the effect that the 
existing agreement was not legal led to the in- 
troduction of a resolution annulling it. The 
mecting had been called for this purpose, and of 
the twenty-three Trustees twenty were pres- 
ent. The absent ones were the Rev. Dr. John 
Hall, Mr. William A. Wheelock, and another 
gentleman who wasin Europe. The vote stood 
nineteen in favor and one against. That one 
was the Rev. Dr. R. R. Booth, who soon after 
sent his resignatlon from the board to Charles 
Butler, President of the Board, now at his 
country place. Dr. Hall, who was also opposed 
to the severance of the agreement with the 


General Assembly, sent his resignation on Sat- 
urday to Mr. E. M. Kingsley, the Secretary and 
Treasurer of the board. Mr. Wheolovk, who 
was kept from the meeting by sickness, has 
since expressed his agreement with the majority, 
but the views of the remaining member of the 
board ate not definitely known. 

Tho Boardof Directors will consider the resig- 
nations at its November mceting, which is set 
for the Sth, but may be postponed, as that is 
election day and a holiday. 

The Rey. Dr. Thomas 8. Hastings, President 
of the seminary, said last night: ** Phe resigna- 
tions were not entirely unexpected, and are 
made and received in the best possible spirit. 
There ig no ill feeling. Lhave not talked with 
Dr. Hall about his, though I saw him to-day. I 
received ym | & pleasant note from Dr. Booth, 
in which he informa me that he has sent his 
resignation to Mr. Butler. He thought that 
the agreement ought not to have been 
abrogated, and, finding himself so completely 
in the minority, withdrew. Dr. Hall, in his 
brief letter, made it clear that he thought the 
General Assembly should have some such con- 
trol over the seminary as it had under the old 
agreement. I cannot see that their action will 
atfect the seminary at all. There is no truth in 
the report that the resignations have been pre- 
sented to the board and that a committee has 
been appointed to wait upon Dr. Hall or Dr. 
Booth and ask them to reconsider their action. 
Those gentlemen undoubtedly know their own 
minds and have done as they thought best after 
due deliberation. I think that the board will 
probably fill their places, or at least nominate 
men ior the places, at the next meeting. There 
are already three other vacancies, two caused 
by thoresignations of Dr. R. M. White and Dr. 
Charles Dickey. The action of the seminary in 
abrogating an illegal agreement with the Gen- 
eral Assembly was, in my judgment and that of 
the great majority of the Directors, a necessary 
step, with which the views of Dr. Briggs had 
nething to do.”’ 

Myr. E. M. Kingsley, the Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the board, also denied the report that 
there had been a meeting of the board and that 
& committee had been appointed to wait upon 
Dre. Hall and Booth. 

‘*Both those gentlemen,” he said, “are also 
Trustoes of Princeton, and it had beeome evi- 
dent that they would have to elect with which 
institution they would remain. A man can't 
ride two horses very well, especially if they are 
going in opposite directions. Dr. Hall's letter 
simply gave bis resignation without going into 
a full statement of his reasons. I do not seo 
that the eifect of either can be serious. There is 
no il!l-feeling.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. John Hall, when seon at his 
residence last night, said that he did not care to 
discuss the reasons for his resignation from the 
board beyond what he had said in his letter. 
The Rev. Dr. Booth was more disposed to talk. 

‘IT found myselfin a hopeless minority,”’ he 
said, ‘‘feeling as I did that tho agreement 
ought not to be abrogated and that the seminary 
ought to be under some direct contro) of the 
General Assembly. I felt that it would be 
better to withdraw than to remain to op- 
pose the other Directors in overy vote taken. 
The personal feeling between the Directors 
and wyself is of the most pleasant character, 
and I have nothing but the best wishes for the 
seminary’s prosperity. I shall continue as a 
Trustee of Princeton, where my views more 
nearly coincide with those of my fellow-Trust- 
ees.” 

There has been no discussion of their success- 
ors by the other members of the board yet, but 
there probably will be at a meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the board to be called 
within a fortnight. This committees is com- 

osed of Dr. Hastings, Charles Butler, John 
Rrosby Brown, D. Willis James, Dr. Charles 8. 
Parkhurst, Henry Day, and E. M. Kingsley.

WESTCHESTER, Penn., Oct. 25.—The suicide of 
Hicks P. Garrett atan Atlantic City hotel on 
Saturday night, where he was registered undor 
the name of J. H. Wilson, reveals a story that 
shocks all who knew him here. In April, 1891, 
his father, Enos Y. Garrett, who owned a 
beautiful home in the prettiest part of West- 
chester, shot himself in the head, killing him- 
self. 

Twenty years ago Hicks P. Garrett was con- 
sidered one of the most promising young men 


in Westchester. He had two children, both of 
whom are now married and living in Philadel- 

hia. In 1875 the young father suddenly left 

ome and started for the Pacific coast. After 
almost a year he assigned to his wife, it is al- 
leged, all his interest in his father’s estate, 
which was considerable, as Hicks was the only 
eon and heir.

In course of time the erratic husband and 
father married an attractive girl in Minneapolis, 
but they could not agree and lived apart until 
April, 1891, when Enos V. Garrett took his life. 
Then both women began making efforts to se- 
cure @ portion of the estate. But no money was 
given them by the executor.

TAMMANY’S GREAT RALLY 


ONE HUNDRED SPEECHES DELIV- 
ERED FROM TEN PLATFORMS. 


GOV. FLOWER PRESIDEZES OVER THE 
MEETING IN THE BIG HALL—SEN- 
ATOR HILL MAKES THE PRINCIPAL 
ADDRESS—TREMENDOUS CHEERING 
FOR MR. CLEVELAND. 


With nearly a hundred speeches, with brass 
bands and fireworks, and marching clubs and 
an abundance of enthusiasm, the Tammany 
Hall political organization ratified the Demo- 
cratic national ticket last night, cheered Grover 
Cleveland and Adlat E. Stevenson to the echo, 
and incidentally started its local campaign off 
with a great hurrah. 

There were ten ratification meetings in prog: 
ress at the same time—the main ono in the big 
hall of the Wigwam, the German meeting in the 
hall ofthe Committee on Organization down 
stairs, and eight that were conducted from 
stands erected outside of the hall, reaching from 
Fourth Avenue to Third Avenue. The vast crowd 
—thoasands upon thousands—heard the oratory, 
jammed the Tammany Hall Building, thronged 
Fourteenth Street for bloeks,and overflowed into 
Irving Place and Third Avenue. There was no 
way of correctly estimating the thousands that 
attended the various meetings. As many ag 
could get within hearing distance of any of the 
speakers got there. As many thousand more, 
it is probable, went away without being able to 
get within earshot. 

Pictures of ex-President Cleveland and of 
Adial E, Stevenson were everywhere. There 
were huge ones on every stand. Two big ones 
were displayed over the platform in the main 
hall, and over them were draped the Americap 
flag. 

Outside, fireworks were discharged, and the 
city in that vicinity was ablaze with red lights 
and the sky was bombarded with rockets and 
roman candles. Clubs from various Assembly s 
districts marched gayly past the Wigwam, with 
torches and lanterns burning. Every pict- 
ure of Cleveland was cheered, every club of im- 
portance had a band, and, taken all in all, the 
Tammany demonstration of last night was a re- 
markable one. 

Over the heads of the vast crowds that col- 
lected around the Wigwam the Tammany stere- 
opticon moon warned the people to register and 
told trite truths about the tariff. 

Two things were noticeable about all the 
meetings: National issues and the national 
candidates were pushed bodly into the fore- 
ground; the local ticket was mentioned 
incidentally. The ‘crowds at each of 
the ten meetings showed remarkably un- 
usual attention to all that was. said. 
This was particularly true of the discussions of 
the tariff. Every good point that was made 
against high protection was cheered in a way 
that showed that wonderful changes have boen 
going on in the public mind on this question. 

Some idea of the enormous interest that was 
taken in last night’s demonstration ean be 
gained from the fact that by 7 o’clock the larga 
hall of the Wigwam was jammed to overflow: 
ing. Half of the chairs were removed from the 
main floor to add greater capacity to the hall, 
but that did not begin to furnish accommoda 
tion for the great throng. 

It was a patient crowd that waited for more 
than an hour in the Wigwam. Bayne’s band 
played lively airs and made patience less of a 
penance. Just before S o’clock Chairman Will- 
iam F. Harrity of the Democratic National Com- 
mnitee, Don M. Dickinson, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Committeo’s Campaign Committee, and 
Bradley B. Smalley, Chairman of the Nw 
tional Committee’s Committee on Speakers, 
with two or three friends, made their 
way through the crowd to a box that had been 
reserved for them in the west tier of boxes. 
They were recognized and loudly applauded. 
In the boxes on both sides were many ladies; 
the tier on the eaat side, indeed, was almost en- 
tirely occupied by them. Mrs. Thomas F. Gil- 
roy and members of her family occupied one 
box. 

It was only a few minutes after 8 o’clock 
when the doors that open on the platform from 
the rear entrance to the hall were thrown back, 
and the crowd burst into a great hurrah as Gov. 
Roswell P. Flower, Lieut. Gov. William F. Shee- 
han, Richard Croker, Senator David B. Hill, 
Thomas F. Gilroy, Amos J. Cummings, Sen- 
ator George F. Roesch, John F. Carroll, 
Judge Robert A. Van Wyck, and -a@ 
number of well-known Tammany men appeared 
in a bunch. The platform was quickly filled 
and the cheering continued until speakers and 
guests were all seated. Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, 
always spectacular, came on the platform after 
all the others wero seated, but the speotacular 
eifect did not bring out the usual amount of 
applause. 

Senator George F. Roesch called the meeting 
to order, and with no waste of words proceeded 
to nominate Gov. Flower for Chairman and 
John Bb. McGoldrick for Secretary. They were 
chosen with a roar, avd Goy. Flower at once 
proceeded with his speech. 

His expression of sympathy for the affliction 
of President Harrison aud his household met 
with the ready indorsement of that greatcrowd. 

Proceeding with his spoech, he outlined the 
issues, and when he mentioned Grover Cleve- 
land’s name the first big applause of the even- 
ing came out. This was 4 feature of the mevt- 
ing, the hearty, vigorous cheer that rang cat 
evory time a reference was made in any way to 
Mr. Cleveland. The tone and temper of the 
main meeting and of allthe overflow moetings 
gave testimony to the truth of the constant 
statement made by the Tammany leaders that 
work for the national ticket is now the test of 
loyalty to Tammany Hall. 

Gov. Flower’s reception was a good one. 
When he had finished, John B. MoGoldrick read 
several names on the list of Vice Presidents 
and Secretaries, and wound up with “ hundreds 
of others.” There were enough names on this 
list to equip an ordinary political meeting with 
speakers and audience. This work being con- 
pleted Mr. McGoldrick read the resolutions, 
which follow in part: 


“The Democracy of the City and County of New- 
York, in mass meeting assembied in Tammany Hall, 
reallirms its belief in the principles laid down by the 
Democratic Convention at Chicago, and heartily in- 
dorses, ratifies, and commends the nomination of 
Grover Cleveland for President and of Adlai E. 
Stevenson for Vice President of the United States. 


“We denounce the Republican Force bill as an 
assault upon representative instifutions, and a biow 
to the prosperity of the country. Conceived in a 
spirit of sectional hate, it would, if enacted, plavge 
a largo portion of the country into disturbance and 
confusion, arrest the growing industrial develup- 
ment of the South, and bring disaster to every 
State, more especially to the people of this motropo- 
lis, whose commercial primacy depends upon the 
prosperity of every section of the country. 

“We cordially ratify the nomination of Grover 
Cleveland for President of the United States and of 
Adlat E. Stevenson for Vice President of the United 
States, and approve the attitude taken by Mr. Cieve- 
land in his leiter of acceptance on the great question 
ot tariff reform. We stand with him in a position of 
friendliness to all existing industries. With him, we 
demand such a reform in the system of Federal tax- 
ation as will increase the rate of wages paid to the 
toilers of this country, by increasing the demand for 
labor and opening the markets of the world to the 
products of American skilland American ingenuity.” 


The local nominations were then cordially 
approved, each candidate being named. The 
Tammany record for tho last four years was re- 
hearsed in practically the same manner as in 
the resolutions passed at the County Conven- 
tion. The resolutions concluded as follows: 


“To our party brethren throughout the country 
we pledge such a decisive majority in this city for the 
Democratic candidates as will secure the Electoral 
vote of this State fur Cleveland and Stevenson, for 
the promotion of peace and good will among the sec- 
tiona, aud for the commercial emancipation of the in- 
dustrial masses of this country from the restrictive 
and onerous burdens imposed upon them by Repab. 
lican class legisiation.” 


When these resolutions were adopted, Gov. 
Flower introduced Sonator Hill. He received 
an cxtremely cordial reception. It was an at- 





tentive audience, and only broke inte applausé 
when the Senator made his important points on 
‘the tariff auring his hour and a half’s discussion 
ef that questiva. Having completed what hé 
~ had to say tipen the tariff, Fenator Hill said:

Flower 
proposed three cheers for Cleveland and Steven- 
gen. After these were given he proposed three 
cheors for the municipal ticket, and then a man 
in the audience proposed three chears for Gov.

THE GOVERNOR’S REMARKS. 


NEW-YORKERS MUST PROVES THEIR 


DEMOCRACY THIS YEAR. 


“J thank you heartily,” said Gov. Flower 
When the applause had quieted that followed 
his introduction as Chairman, “for your kind 
weloome and forthe privilege of presiding at 
@ meeting of representative Democrats in this 
histeric building. The Tammany tger has a 
great reputation for ferocity among his poiit- 
ical foes, but I have found him a very hospita- 
ble and generous creature in his own political 


household. 

“We are gathered here to-niglt to disouss po 
lUtical issues, political acts, and political meas- 
pres—notmen. Though engaged in the advocacy 
of principles to which the Republican Party and 
President Harrison are opposed, and not heal- 
tating to criticise and censure our polit 
jeal adversaries when in our judgment crit- 
fsiam and censure are deserved, there 
is not 8 man on this platform 
er in this audience who does not share with the 
President of the United States the heavy load of 
domestic afiliction which he is carrying to-night. 
Im the heat of partisan discussion here and 
throughout the remainder of the campaign may 
he know that there is not a political opponent 
anywhere in this broad land whose heart does 
not beat in sympathy with him in his great loss. 
And from the hundreds assembled bere let there 
go forth a silent prayer that God will sustain 
and comfort him in this hour of his bereavement. 

“ We areassem)led here to-night as Demo- 
erats and citizens, united in a common cause— 
@ desire for the best government Our National 
Convention has spoken, and Democrats every- 
where are in line under the leadership of the 

6 standard bearers. In this campaign 
we Democrats of New-York feel more than 
usually Democratic. The action of the Chicago 
Cenvention has put us on our mettle It has 
practically bidden us to prove our Democracy, 
and we are going to doit! Though the Democ- 
racy of the Empire Siate, through its regularly- 
constituted delegation, declared in favor of 
ancther candidate than him whom a majority 
of the party wanted, it has loyally submitted 
to the wisdom of that majority, and through- 
out the entire country ,-# ae Pi gpenewers | a 
‘as greater work for mooratic success in 
ay beepeien than the Democratic organiza- 
tion ef the State of New-York. ; 

“Apd before this andience, and in this hall, I 
need not add whatevery one of you knows to be 
true that no local political organization any- 
‘where is dcing more for the Democratic cause 
than the Tammany organization is doing iv this 
municipal stronghold of Democracy. Your ex- 
celient local ticket, headed by Thomas F. Gil- 
Troy, a Man whose honorable record in the public 
service demonstrates his capacity and ability 
for the Mayoralty, will streugthen the national 
ticket and encourage the Democracy of the 


eountry. 

“In this City of New-York, where so much of 
the business of the country is carried on, the 
question presented in this election ought to re- 
sultin an unprecedented majority for Grover 
Cleveland. Itis a blunt question of compar- 
isons. We have had four years of Democratic 
Administration under Mr. Cleveland and 
we have had i nearly four years of 
Republican Administration under Mr. Har. 
rison As a plain business  proposi- 
tion, which Administration deserves the 
larger share of public confidence? A presiding 
officer is not expected to do much talking, and 
Ishall not attempt to answer this question 
elaborately upon this occasion, but I would like 
to present to you briefly, and especially to the 
business men in this audience, some cogent rea- 
sons why Mr. Cleveland’s Administration de- 
serves indorsement rather than Mr. Harrison’s.” 

The Governor entered at once upon a compar!- 
son of the financial records of the two Adminis- 
trations, showing that while that of Mr. Cleve- 
land was characterized by economy and good 
management, that of Mr. Harrison showed ex- 
travagance, wastefulness, and poor steward- 
ship. The public Treasury had been looted by 
the Republican Party and brought tosucha 
condition that the imposition of high taxes in 
the name of protection to American industries 
Was necessary. 

“The Democratic Party,” said the Governor, 
“wants a tariff that will protect the great ma- 
jority of the American people—not a few fa- 
vored manufacturers. It wants a tariff which 
doesnt impose war taxes in times of peace, and 
doesn’t tax exorbitantiy the necessaries of life 
while admitting the luxuries fres. It wants a 
tariff which will not destroy some American in- 
dustries for the sake of building up others. It 
wante atariff which protects American labor, 
not one that taxes it to poverty. It wants a 
tariff that will encourage tho opening of new 
markets for our surplus agricultural products, 
not one that limits our markets and invites re- 
taliatory legislation by other nations against 
our farm products. 

“Serimp and save as muck as he will, about 
the only thing an American farmer can olear 
nowadays is a six-rail fence with the Sherilf 
after him. Mckinley protection does some 
geod, of eourse; it temporarily stimulates cer- 
tain industries and encouragos new ones; but 
the trouble with that kina of protection, ac- 
cording to the Democratic view, is that it is not 
only unjust to the great body of consumers, but 
it gives an artificial and unhealthy stimulus to 
euch industries as it ie designed to protect.” 

The Governor passed on from finance and the 
tariff to contrast the clean, honest, business-like 
methods that prevailed in public affairs under 
Mr. Cleveland with the methods that obtain at 
the present time. “The Cleveland Adminis- 
tration,” said he, ‘‘was notably an Administra- 
tion of public affairs for the people, not for in- 
dividuals. it appealed to the people because it 
was faithful to their interests, and it was sus- 
tained in 1888 by a plurality of the popular 
vote. It was this popular confidence which 
gave Mr. Cleveland a renomination, and in two 
weeks from to-day will give him a re-election to 
the Presidency.” 

With a few words about the Force bill, which 
he said was a great issue of the campaign, the 
Governor brought his remarks to a close.

SENATOR HILI’S SPEECH. 


HE CALLS ON EVERY NEW-YORK DEMO- 
CBAT TO BE LOYAL TO THE PARTY. 


Benator Hill in his speech followed closely 
his manuscript and frequently referred to it. 
The main portion of the address dealt with the 
tariff. He went extensively into the uncopsti- 
tutionality of excessive taxation. He was at- 
tentively listened to, and received the greatest 
amount of applause when he spoke of ex-Presi 
dent Cleveland. 

“ This occasion,” said Senator Hill, “is the 
first time I have had the honor of addressing 
the Democracy of New-York in this ancient and 
honored temple of Democracy. My voice has 
been heard frequently among you in past politi- 
eal contests, but always until now in edifices 
erected to art, science, music, or amusement; 
and it peculiarly affords me pleasure this even- 
ing to speak in astructure especially dedicated 
tothe promulgation of the true principles of 
constitutional goverament, and before an or- 
ganization which dates ite existence from the 
earliest history of our country. 

“I feel as thongh I am among friends to- 
night. I am not unmindfal of the fact that, dur- 
ing my entire service as Chief Executive of the 
State, my ofticial reletions with the Democrats 
of Tammany Hall were of the most pleasant 
character, and J cheerfully and gratefuily ac- 
knowledge the fact that they were among my 
stapchest supporters during all that period 
from the memorable eampaign of 1885 through 
the great contest of 1985, in the Senatorial eleo- 
tien of 1891, and to the last oceasion when the 
Democracy of the Empire State honored me 
with their confidence at Albany and Chicago. 

“Neither have you forgotten that after a pe-

organization of Tammany Hall, which in recent 
years has known no such word as defeat, and to 
which all eyes are now turned and upon which 
our hopes are centred. To-day that organiza- 
tion is stronger and capable of more effective 
work for our national cause because of its ad- 
mwirable administration of the City Government 
and its local victories in 1890 and again in 1891 
over the unholy coalition of RKepubiloans and 
Democratic malcontents. It is clear that the 
way to win national elections is first to win 
local and State elections. In politics, as in ev- 
erything else, ‘nothing succeeds like success.’ 

“Those who, because of personal disappoint- 
ments or because candidates of their particular 
choice have not been nominated, would encour- 
age the tomporary defeat of their party, usually 
live to regrot their action and to realize how 
difficult it is for that party to regain the ground 
that has been unwisely and foolishly lost. 

“T believe in a healthy, strong, and vigorous 
partisanship. This does not mean the manifes- 
tation of a narrow, hide-bound, or selfish spirit. 
I respect an honorable opponent, who hon- 
estly differs with me upon the public questions 
ofthe hour. I deprecate the custom, already 
too prevalent among our public men, of per- 
sonal abuse and intentional misrepresentation 
of the position of adversaries. ina country 
ike ours there must always be two great par- 
ties, and our differences = or be treated 
with decent and respectful consideratior. 
Neither have I anything but contempt for tho 
ostentatious zeal of the new convert, who, after 
having for years enjoyed the honors and emolu- 
ments of position conferred upon him by his 

arty, suddenly assumes to see a new light, and 

urns around and bitterly assails his former po- 
litical associates with venomous vituperation. 
My views of the direction which party effort 
should take may be briefly stated. 

“T would endeavor by every honorable means 
to build up the Democratic Party and make it in- 
vinciblein the city, State, and Nation. I would 
make the Democratic Party strong, not by oater- 
ing to the whims of the few who temporarily ally 
themselves with us on infrequent occasions, 
but by satisfying the gréat faithful masses who 
make up the bulk of the party, and who atand 
by their colors in season and out of season, in 
adversity as well as in prosperity, in shadow as 
well as in sunshine,in defeat as well as in 
victory. 

“JT would not advise the foolish course of 80 
shaping our policy as to catch one voto on Fifth 
Avenue and lose ten onthe Bowery. I would 
build up not a }tersonal party, but the Demo- 
cratic Party. I would seek victory notfor a 
day, butforadecade. I would make it possible 
to elect all meritorious Democratic candidates 
who represent Democratio ideas. I would en- 
deavor to make our accessions permanent 
rather than temporary. Nominations should be 
made in accordance with the established usages 
of the party and in deference to the wishes of 
the great mass of its loyal) followere who expect 
to support the ticket at the polis. Faithful and 
efficient pa a service should be encouraged and 
rewarded rather than frowned upon. 

“These methods of party management and 
their observance by Tammany Hall appropriate- 
ly led to the nomination four years ago for 
Mayor of Hugh J. Grant, and to his renomina- 
tion and triumphant re-election two years later, 
notwithstanding a malicious and concerted at- 
tack upon him, accompanied by a powerfal 
coalition; andthey have alike demanded the 
nomination of Thomas F. Gilroy at the present 
time, and willinsure him a glorious victory; 
they have given you constantly-inoreasing 
majorities; they have made your organization 
effective, vigorous, enthusiastic, and invincible; 
in short, they have made New-York City the 
very Gibraltar of the Democracy of the coun- 
try.”’ 

After this introduction Senator Hill wentinto 
a discussion of the issues of the campaign. 
Upon the tariff question he spoke at great 
oem. Defining the Democratic position, he 
said: 

“The position of the Democratic Party upon 
the tariif question isso plain and simple that 
every schoolboy understands it. It is com- 
mending itself to the sincere and thoughtful 
people of the country who believe that we are 
right and that we deserve to succeed. 

* The Democratic Party proposes a revision 
of import duties. It does not propose the de- 
struction of the tariff, butit proposes simply a 
moditication of it. Tariffrevision is not tariff 
destruction. We believe thatthe primary and 
direct purpose of a tariffis the raising of reve- 
nue, aud that no greater duties should be ex- 
acted than are absolutely required for the needs 
of the Government. 

“Wo repudiate the doctrine that the Govern- 
ment should enter into a virtual partnership 
with private interests, and we insist that there 
eball be no public taxation except for public 
purposes. 6 stand to-day where we stood in 
1884 and in 1888—pledged to reform the tariff 
upon the principles of justice and equality, and 
to subserve the interests of the whole people 
rather than the interests of a few. 

“ We have not advocated and do not advocate 
free tradoc, because the Government needs 
revenues for its support; and rather than 
resort to direct taxation to secure them we 
favor duties upon imports as the best and 
easiest method of obtaining those revenues. 
This has been the custom of the Government 
from its foundation, and so it will ever con- 
tinue. The cry of ‘Free Trade’ raised against 
us by our adversaries is a false, misleading, and 
irrelevant one, but it will deceive no intelligent 
man. 

“Upon these fundamental principles, on 
which all tariff legislation should be based and 
for which we have so stoutly contended in re- 
cent campaigns, thereis no division of seuti- 
ment among us. The duty of the hour is the 
maintenauce of those principles.’’ 

Speaking of the Republican position, and par- 
ticularly of the deciaration of the Minneapolis 
Convention that “ on all imports coming in com- 
petition with products of American labor there 
should be levied duties equal to the difference 
between wages abroad and at home,’ Mr. Hill 
said: “lask the eminent author of this law, 
Goy. MoKinley himself, what he desires the 
American people to understand by this plank, 
which was adopted by the Minneapolis Conven- 
tion in his presence and hearing. When it de- 
clares that certain duties, ‘ — to the differ- 
ence between wages abroad and at home,’ 
should be sapone upon foreign importations, 
is it meant that no other or additional duties 
are also to be impesed? The question which I 
present, and which the people desire to have 
solved, is, Whatis the extent and measure of 
the protection to which the Republican Party 
stands pledged under their platform of 1892? 
When that question is satistactorily answered, 
considerable light will be thrown upon the is- 
sues really involved in this campaign. 

“* What shall I say,” asked Mr. Hill, leavin 
the matter of tariff, ‘of the Democratic candi- 
dates—Cleveland and Stevenson? They both 
answer the Jeffersonian standard of fitness; 
both have been satisfactorily tested in the 
publio service, and both represent the cherished 
principles of our party in this campaign, and 
are entitled to your suffrages. Ex-President 
Cleveland needs no eulogy at my hands. His 
life and public services are familiar to the peo- 
ple. His Administration—dignified, honest, 
and able—has safely withstood the popular 
criticism, has passed into history and reflected 
credit upon the country. His re-election will 
not only be a personal triumph, butit will also 
be the vindication of our principles and the tri- 
umph of the Democratic Party.’ 

The most important issue involved in the elec- 
tion, Mr. Hill declared, was that presented by the 
proposed Republicap Federal Elections bill, 
otherwise known asthe ‘“ Davenport Force bill.”’ 
Speaking of this issue, he said: “If Republican 
success Should ensue as the result of the pending 
election, that measure would become a reality, 
with all its dire and unfortunate consequences, 
The danger of a Force bill has not yet passed 
away, and we should not be lulled into security 
by the silence or apparent apathy ofits former 
advocates.

SICKLES AND CUMMINGS. 


AFTER THEM CHEERS FOR MR. CLEVE- 
LAND AND THE LOCAL TICKET. 


Gen. Sickles was introduced by Gov. Flower as 
the next speaker. The Generaldevoted aconsid- 
erable portion of his speech to the veterans of 
the Union Army. He asked all soldiers to 
read the letter of acceptance of Grover 
Cleveland, with particular reference to the 
section which related to them and their pen- 
sions.

Goy. Flower introduced, as “last but not 
least” of the speakers, Congressman Amos J. 
Cummings, who was given a hearty reception. 
Mr. Cummings first referred to the “ drops” 
which had been heard in recent weeks from Ala- 
bama, Georgia, and Arkansas, where the third 


parties had been swamped, and in Vermont, 
Maine, and other/Republican States, where old 
majorities had been greatly reduced by the 
Democrats. He thought that, judging the fut- 
ure by the light of the past, the pivotal States 
of 9 Union were safely secured by the Demo- 
crats. 

“But at any rate,” said Mr. Cummings, 
* Grover Cleveland has two chances to Mr. Har- 
rison’s one.

**But he will win with it. Nevada, as I have 
learned, is almost certain to cast her three 
votes for Weaver, and in Nebraska and South 
Dakota the fusion of two parties against one 
will probably have the same result.

OUT-DOOR MEETINGS. 


ADDRESSES FROM EIGHT STANDS ON 
FOURTEENTH STREET. 


The enthusiasm which prevailed on the inside 
of the Wigwam overflowed into Fourteenth 
Street and its surroundings, and extended 
from Union Square to Third Ave- 
nue. Within the confines indicated there 
were guthered close upon 10,000 _ peo- 
ple, who held their places steadfastly 
around and about the speakers’ stands, while at 
least three times that number made their way 
along the thoroughfares in quest of what was 
to be seen and heard. In alJl the gathering could 
not possibly have fallen far short of 50,000. 

Eight overflow meetings were held in Four 
teenth Street, and from these different stands 
speakers talked to great audiences during the 
evening. Some ofthe stands were 80 close to- 


gether that the audience of one speaker could, 
by using the “other ear,” hear what the 
speaker on the stand afjctuing Was saying. In 
spite of disadvantages like this, the almost con- 
stant whizzing of rockets, and the explosions of 
bombs in midair, the audiences listened in- 
tently to everything that was said, and no good 
point made by any speaker was lost. 

Long before 7 o’clook the throngs began to 
manifest themselves in the immediate yicinity 
ofthe Wigwam. As time wore on the different 
Assembly districts and the political organiza- 
tions hailing from the same put in appear- 
ances, each marching in a ye? to the 
Wigwam, headed 7 @ band of music, and 
accompanied by all the pomp and circumstance 
attending the liberal expenditure of pyrotech- 
nics. When the first of these organisations 
reached the meeting ground, theirapproach was 
greeted by flights of rockets, and demonstra- 
tions of enthusiasm which proved how deeply 
the hearts of the people were enlisted in the 
gathering of the night. 

The vicinity was lighted up by the aid of cal- 
cium lights and electric search lights with the 
brilliancy of noonday, and the throngs which 
forced thelr way through Fourteenth Street and 
along the confines of Irving Place and Union 
Square were rewarded by the exhibition of art- 
istic portraits of the candidates for the Presi- 
dency and the Vice Presidency of uncommon 
merit and of stereopticon displays of command- 
ing interest.

Her 
the principal gatherings took place, an 
there was never 8 moment when the speakers 
at those points did not have an audience of 
close upon & thousand hearers, who were only 
disturbed when the exigencies of travel com- 
pelled their giving way to the passage of one of 
the cars of the “ Green’”’ line. 

In several inetances trucks had been utilized 
as stands, and in one case the horses had not 
even been taken out, and when the meeting was 
over the driver whipped up his steeds and 
drove away. At Stand No. 1, in front 
of the Wigwam, John F. Walsh, one of 
the speakers, said: “ The tariff is a robbery, 
a cheat, and a fraud, and benefits no man. It ia 

an innovation on old institutions that have 
served this country for 100 years. Give us back 
the good old times when all the money a man 
made went into hisown pocket.” These senti- 
mments were vigorously applauded, and were re- 
iterated in effect by Judge Goldfogle, John F. 
McIntire, Otto Kempner, L. W. Reddington, and 
George Blair. 

Stand No. 2 had for speakers Charles G. F. 
Wahle, Jr., Judge McCarthy, Ambrose &. Purdy, 
Hugh Donnelly, John J. Delaney, and John 
Fennel. Here the tariff and the Force bill were 
discussed after the most vigorous fashion. 
Among the speakers prominent on the other 
stands was John B. McGoldrick. 

“They want to protect infautile industries,” 
said Mr. MeGoldrick, “ but, good heavens! these 
infantile industries have been out of swaddling 
clothes long enough, and ought to be able to 
stan‘ upon their own feet by this time without 
any heip.” John D, Bourke created great en- 
thusiasm when he said: “There is no doubtin 
my mind that Tammany Hal! will support 
the ticket loyally, and we are absolutely certain 
that New-York will go Democratic.”

While a speaker wae holding forth from every 
stand, the C. Murphy Club marched through 
the street with a band and ina surrounding of 
fireworks, which compelled a complete cessa- 
tion of the speaking for the time being. This 
experience was repeated at intervals through- 
out the evening by the appearance of the Fif- 
teenth Assembly District, the George W. 
Sweeney, and other associations. It was long 
after 11 o’clock when the lastof the specches 
had been delivered, and the throng reluctantly 
dispersed.

THE GERMAN MEETING. 


STIRRING ADDRESSES BY MESSEMER, 
ROESCH, LEVY, AND OTHERS. 


The German Democrats held their part of the 
mass meeting in the basement of Tammany 
Hall. Coroner Messemer was eleeted Chairman, 
and in opening the meeting made a stirring ap- 
peal to all German-Americans to vote the en- 
tire Democratic ticket. He pointed to Mr. 
Cleveland’s unselfishness during his term of 
oftice when he insisted on advocating tariff re- 
form before the party had become ready for it. 
Had Mr. Cleveland kept quiet on that subject 
he would have been re-elected, Mr. Messemer 


said. But he did not keep silence, because ho 
knew what was best for the people at large and 
he had the courage of his conviotions. Dr. 
Messemer spoke very highly of the local Tam- 
many candidates. 

Senator Roesch, who was the next speaker, 
said that there were now more Germans in Tam- 
many Hall than ever before. The Germans, he 
said, had always stood by Mr. Cleveland be- 
cause he had acted upon his own judgment for 
the good of the people, and had never been con- 
trolled by any machine. It was not the ma- 
chine that nominated Cleveland at Chicago, but 
the people, and it would be the votes of the 
people that would elect him. The Germans ad- 
mired a patriot of a spirit. 

Coroner Levy, the Tammany Hall candidate 
for Register, said that he had heard from friends

LAST DAY OF THE CONVENTION. 


SP 
BUSINESS BEFORE THE DEPUTIES OF 
THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 25.—This was the eighteenth 
and last day’s sesaion of the General Episcopal 
Convention. 

After the House of Deputies had been called 
to order the Rev. Dr. Randolph McKim, rector 
of the Churoh of the Epiphany, Washington, D. 
C., offered this resolution: 

Resolved, That the President of this house be re- 
quested to convey to the President of the United 
Statos, in such manner as he may deem most fitting, 
the expression of our sincere and respectful sym- 

athy in the bereavement which has darkened his 
ome and his heart. 

The resolution was adopted by a standing 
vote. 

A message was received early in the day from 
the House of Bishops providing for the estab- 
lishment of a royalty on editions of the Prayer 


Book and Hymnal published for societies. 
Another message from the House of Bishops 
announced the appointment of the Bishops of 
Minnesota, Delaware, and the Platte on a joint 
commission to consider the question of royalty. 

Mr. Packard of Maryland said that he thought 
the action of the House of Deputies in voting 
down the proposition to place a royalty on the 
books was decisive, and that the house should 
remember what wus due to itself. 

The Rey. Dr. Hoffman of New-York took a 
similar view of the matter of “royalty,” and 
the messages for the time were laid aside. 

The Rey. Dr. Nelson of Virginia offered a reso- 
lution of thanks to Dr. Dix for his “able and 
impartial manner in presiding.’’ Other dio- 
ceses seconded the resolution, and Secretary 
Hutchins put the question. 

Dr. Dix made a warm and cordial speech, re- 
ferring semi-humorously to what he called “* the 
afflictive side’’ of his position. He compli- 
mented the personnel of the house, and said be 
was proud of the office he held because the 
character of the house was what it is. 

The subject of placing a royalty on the Prayer 
Book was again broughtup. Dr. Nelson moved 
that the house decline to discuss further the 
subject with the House of Bishops. This motion 
was laid on the table by a close vote, and Presi- 
dent Dix appointed the Rey. Dr. Brown of New- 
York, the Rev. Joseph Bryan of Virginia, and J. 
A. King of Long island as a committee of con- 
ference. 

The house held a short executive session to 
receive the report of the Committee on the Con- 
secration of Bishops presented by the Rev. Dr. 
Hotfman of New-York. The committee ordered 
the ratification of the nomination of the Rev. 
Dr. William Reed Thomas as Bishop of North- 
ern Michigan. The new bishop has been rector 
yr: Tae Innocents, Highland t’alls, N. Y., since 

871, 

The convention adjourned to-night. Two of 
theB ishops who were appointed to missionary 
jurisdictions, the Rey. Dr. James H. Johnson of 
Detroit, for Northern Michigan, and the Rev. 
Dr. J. R. Hoyt of lowa, for China, declined 
the episcopal oilice and the Rey. Dr. William 
Reed Thomas of New-York, for Northern Michit- 
gan, andthe Rey. Dr. F. P. Graves of Woo 
Chang, for China, were appointed, 

At the meeting of the Board of Missions 
Bishop Coxe of Western New-York made an ap- 
peal for the support of church work in Greece. 

He submitted two resolutions asking that the 
Church recognize and aid more fully this work, 
and take steps to re-establish the Hill memorial 
school, which is now ina weak financial condi- 
tion. 

A commission was appointed to look into the 
matter as follows: shop Doane of Albany, 
the Rev. Dr. Satterlee, the Rev. Dr. MoVickar, 
Cornelius Vanderblit, and Lemuel 8, Coflin. 

The pastoral letter says:

SYMPATHY IN THIS CITY. 


IT WAS EXPRESSED BY MANY CITIZENS 
AND ORGANIZATIONS. 


Expressions 6f sympathy for President Har- 
rison in the loss of his wife were everywhere 
heard in this city yesterday and action was 
taken by many organizations indicative of sor- 
row at the sad event. 

Immediately on his arrival at the office in the 
morning Mayor Grant ordered the flags on the 
City Hall to be placed at half mast. Then he 
telegraphed a message of condolence to Presi- 
dent Harrison. The colors on the Federal 
Building were also half-masted, as were those 
on the newspaper oflices and many other build- 
ings. 

The criminal branch of the United States 
Circuit Court was adjourned yesterday until 
this morning on account of the death of Mrs. 
Harrison. After the calling of the roll United 
States District Attorney Mitchell addressed the 
court, announcing the great loss that the Presi- 
dent had sustained, and moving that the court 
adjourn as a token of sympathy. The motion 
was seconded by James Parker, a Democratic 
lawyer, who said that in the presence of such a 
sorrow all questions, all diflerences, should be 
hushed and stilled. Judge Benedict then di- 
rected the adjournment. 

Flags were displayed at half-mast on all the 
Exchanges and many of the buildings down 
town yesterday. There was informal talk at 
some of the Exchanges of suspending business 
onthe day of the funeral. Probably this will 
not be done. On the floor of the Stock Exchange 
there was a meeting of members at which, on 
motion of James D. Smith, President of the 
Bankers and brokers’ Kepublican Club, sec- 
onded by John Hone of the Stock Exchange 
Cleveland and Stevenson Club, a resolution was 
adopted presenting to President Harrison deep 
interest and sympathy in hia logs. 

Yhe Board of Aldermen adopted resolutions of 
condolence for President Harrison and then ad- 
journed out of respect for Mrs. Harrison. 

At a moeting at their headquarters at 324 
Broadway the Wholesale Dry Coods Republic- 
ans adopted resolutions eulogizing the lire of 
Mrs. Harrison and tendering heartfelt sympathy 
to the President. 

At a meeting of the Tammany Hall Commit- 
tee of Thirty yesterday, the following resolu- 
tion, offered by Richard Croker, was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Whereas, It has pleased Divine Providence to roe- 
move by the hand of death the wife of the Chief 
Magistrate of this Nation; therefore 

Resolved, That we tender our sincere sympathy 
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and condolence to the President of the United States 
in this his great bereavement. 

The headquarters of the Republican National 
Committee, at 518 Fifth Avenue, were draped 
with crape yesterday and the flag was hung at 
half mast. 

Chairman Carter issued the following notice, 
which was telegraphed to the Chairmen of the 
State Committees. Through the State organi- 
zation it was sent out to the Chairmen of the 
County Committees in this State: 

“Mrs. Harrison, the devoted wife of the President, 
died at the Executive Mansion at 1:40 o'clock this 
morning and will be buried at indianapolis on Fri- 
day, the 25th inst. As a mark of respect to the mem 
ory of the deceased, whose noble and pure life fur- 
nishes an inspiration to all wives and mothers, and 
as an expression of sympathy for the Preswent and 
his sorrowing family, the Republican National Com- 
Iniltee desires that you suspend all street parades 
and campaign demonstrations until after the conclu. 
sion of the funeral ceremonies.”

Chairman William F. Harrity of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee said yesterday in 
speaking of the death of Mrs. Harrison: “ Mrs.

Gen. Harrison has the heartfelt sym- 
pathy of the whole people in this the hour of 
his bereavement.

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POLICE BOARD 680° DECIDES AFTER 
HEARING FROM THE CORPORATION 
COUNSBL—LITTLE ,TAMMANY IN THE 
SAME POSITION—AN APPEAL TO THE 
COURTS- POSSIBLE. 


The County Democracy and New-York De- 
shocracy are dedarred from using the names of 
the regular Democratic Presidential Electors on 
their tickets. Their failure to file certificates 
of sach nominations with the Secretary of 
State is given asthe reason for this disability. 
Heretofore the members of these organizations 
nave held to the view that they were entitled to 
use the names of the regular Democratic Presi- 
dential Electors on their tickets. The question 
came up before the Police Board in relation to 
printing the official ballots, and was referred to 
the Corporation Counsel for an opinion. 

Corporation Counsel Clark submitted his 
Views to the board yesterday. They are that 
there isno legal ground for the claim of the 
Coanty and Voorhis in this particular. If they 
were to have Prosidential Electors of their own 
they shouid have filed their nominations with 
the Secretary of State, while to use the names 
*f the regular Electors on their tickots it was 


necessary to show that those nominations were 
made for the parties referred to. As the repre- 
sentatives of these parties were denied adinis- 
sion to the last Democratic State Convention, 
end now have no representation on the Ftate 
Committee, the Corporation Counsel is of the 
opinion that they cannot set up the claim that 
the regular nominations were made in their in- 
terest. : 

The opinion, which is direoted to the Clerk of 
the Poiice Board, is as follows: 

I have received your letter of the 24th inst., trans- 
mitting resolution of the Board of Police, in which is 
reci the following facts: 

i. The organizations in this city known as the 
Wew- York County Democracy and the New-York 
Democracy have filed with the Board of Police cer- 
tificates of nominations made by County, Congress- 
ional, and Assembly District Conventions represent- 
ing said or rations. 

5. That the Secretary of State has transmitted a 
certificate to the Board of Police Commissioners by 
which it appoars that no nominations have been 

je by either of said organizations for Presiden- 
Electors and Chief Judge of the Court of Ap- 


6. 
The resolation of the board therefore requests my 
opinion whether under the provisions of the General 
Election Lew, Chapter 680, Laws of 1892, it 18 the 
dnty of said Board of Police to furnish otficial Dal- 
lots for tho New-York County Democracy and the 
New-York Democracy upon which shall appear the 
names of the Presiden Electors and Chief Judge 
of the Court of Appeals nominated by the Demo- 
cratic Party of this State. 

Section 56 of Chapter 680 of the Laws of 1892—the 
election law—provides that nominations of candl- 
dates for public office made by & primary or conven- 
tion held therefor, or by a & authorized committee 
appointed by such primary or convention, shall be 
known as party nominations. 

That a certificate of such nominations shall bo 
made and signed by the Chairman and Secretary of 
the primary, convention, or committee. 

Section 68 provides that the certificate of nomina- 
tion of candidates for offices to be filled by the voters 
of the entire State shall be filed with the Secretary 
of Bta 


te. 

Seotion 60 provides that the Secretary of State 
shall, immediately upon the expiration of the time 
within which certificates of nomination may be filed 
with him, certify to the Board of Police Commission- 
ers of the City of New-Yorkithe name, &c., of each 
candidate named in any certificate so tiled for whom 
the voters of the city may vote. 

The statute referred to in Section §2 provides in 
relation to the printing of ballots as follows: 

“There shall be as many different kinds of official 
ballote for candidates for public office at each polling 
place, at which official ballots are required to be pro- 
Vided, as there are different political parties or po- 
litical or other names ss upon duly filed 
certificates of nomination of candidates to be voted 
ior theress.” 

The tact that no certificate of nomination of Pres- 
idential Electors and Judge of the Court of Appeals 
has been filed with the Secretary of State is conclu- 
sive against the claim of the New-York Oounty De- 
mocracy and the Now-York Democracy to have 
official bailote printedin behalf of such organiza- 
tions, as sepsrate and distinct political parties so far 
as ofiices to be filled by the voters of the entire State 
are concerned. 

The claim that such ballots should be printed in 
behalf of the organizations named, therefore, can be 
plausibly made only upon the ground that they are 
entitled to have the reguiar nominations which have 
been duly made in behalf of the Democratic Party 

rinted npon their ticket with their candidates for 
ocal offices. 

The validity of this claim must depend upon the 
right of such organizations to claim that said nomi- 
nations have been made in their behalf, or, in other 
words, that they are the organizations who acted 
through the Democratic State Convention and Ntate 
Committee in making such nominations. .

Cc. 466, Judge Lawrence said: 

“The only way in which it can be determined 
whether an organization belongs to either of the 
political parties is by ascertaining whether that or- 

anization has been recognized a8 such by the State 
Committee and State Convention of that party.” 

Itisa@ matter of common knowledge that the rep- 
resentatives of the organizations named were denied 
admission tothe last Democratic State Convention 
and have no representation upon the present State 
Committee. 

It follows, therefore, under the rule indicated by 
the court, that the organizations named are not en- 
litied to have the names of the Democratic candi- 
dates for Presidential Electors and Chief Judge of 
the Court of pepe printed upon their ballots. 

Section 82 of the act (the election law) makes 
provision for the form of ballot which the New-York 
County Democ and the New-York Democracy 
are entitled to have printed for use by their adher- 
ents. The section named provides: 

“If the full number of candidates for the ofiices 
specified ou any one kind of ballots shall not have 
been nominated by or in pursuance of the certificates 
from which such kind of ballots is prepared, blank 
spaces ehall be left on each ballotof such kind, 
where the names of candidates will appoar, except 
for such failure to nominate.”’ 

I therefore advise you that no authority is con- 
ferred by the election law to peas the names of 
Democratic candidates for Presidential Electors and 
for Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals upon the 
ballots of the organizations named, for the following 
reasons: 

Ftret—Because such organizations have filed no 
certificate with the Secretary of State of nominations 
for the offices indicated. 

Second— Because the nominations made in behalf 
pf the Democratic Party. of which certificates have 
been filed, can be printedonly on the tickets of the 
party represented in the Democratic State Conven- 
tion and before the Democratic State Committee. 

When this opinion had been read in the Police 
Board meeting, Commissioner Sheehan offered 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That after reading and filing the opinion 
of the Counsel to the Corporation, the Board of Police 
decline to print official ballote for the organizations 
known as the New- York County Democrocy and the 
New-York Democracy upon which shall appear the 
names of the candidates for Presidential Electors 
and the candidate for Chief Justice of the Court of 
Appeals nominated by the Democratic Party of this

COMFORT AT THE FAIR, 


A HOTEL TO BE BUILT-FOR MEMBERS 
OF THE VENDOME CLUB. 

There are 4,000 people in these United States 

who are giving themselves no worry over the 

quarters they will have at the World’s Fair. 

They compose the membership limited to the 

above number of the Vendome Club, a co-op- 


verative scheme which has been organized by a 


company of Europeans, primarily as a specula- 
tion and incidentally to benefit its subscribers. 
The club is modeled aiter a similar enterprise 


successfully managed in Paris during the 
recent exposition. 

It has cost $25 to join, and for this outlay the 
members are going to have an opportunity to 
pay $2 to $5 per day for rooms in a fine build- 
ing now in process of erection in Chicago. The 
site is a few blocks from an entrance to the 
grounds and close to the Midway Plaisance. 
The Vendome, as it is called, will be run as a 
first-class hotel on the European plan, for mem- 
bers only, from May till October of next year, 
after which it is to be sold as an apartment 
house. 

The $100,000 obtained from initiation fees in- 
demnifies the management for the risks as- 
sumed, and secures a margin of more or less 
profit, according as it is able to recoup itself 
for outlay. The payment of the $25 does not 
seoure any stock privileges or interest in the 
investment beyond the opportunity to be com- 
fortably housed while in attendance at the fair. 

It has not been difiicult to fill the list of mem- 
bership, however, all parts of the country belng 
represented in the subscribers to the scheme.

EDUCATIONAL BUILD--

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“CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS, 
heen ememnne 
TEXT OF THREE OF THEM TO BE VOTED 
ON IN THIS STATE. 


Three amendments to the State Constitution 
are to be voted on at the coming election. The 
tirst of them is to Section 10 of Article III. As 
the section now reads cach house of the Legis- 
lature not only makes its own rules, but also 
decides the disputed election, return, and quali- 
fications of itsown members. The amendment 
makes an important change by providing that 
all such disputes shall be settled by a court and 
that no mémber of either house, when once 
seated, can be deprived of his seat except for 
misconduct or in pursuance of the decision of 
the prop er judicial authority. 

The second amendment proposed is the addi- 


‘ tion of a new section to Article VI. The section 


provides for increasing the number of Justices 


of the Supreme Court. On account of the 
cluinsy wording of a partof the section some 
persons have misunderstood its meaning. It 
says that the Legislaturo, at ite first session 
after the adoption of the amendment, if it be 
adopted, shall provide for the slection, at the 
general election next following, of not more 
than two Justices of the Supreme Court for the 
First and Second Judicial Districts in addition 
to the Justices those districts already have. It 
then goes on to provide for the election of one 
new Justice of the Supreme Court in each of the 
following judicial districts: The Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth. 

The way in which the words of this amend- 
ment are put together makes it seem to mean 
that the new Justices for the last eight districts 
are tobe chosen by the electors of the first 
two districts. Of course this is in no wise the 
intention of the amendment, and if it 1s read 
aright tho correct meaning is plain. On ac- 
count of the delay that would be necessary for 
the action of two Legislatures, it was thought 
best not to change the wording at a late day. 

The last of the three amendments is to Section 
7 of Article VIL, and is the direct reverse of 
the section as it now stands. The Constitution 
now provides that the salt springs belonging to 
the State shall never be sold. and while part of 
tho adjacent land may be sold, it must be solely 
to buy other land, and the aggregate quantity 
of the land mustremain unchanged. The amend- 
ment empowers the Legislature to provide for 
the sale of the salt springs and land both. 

The full text of the amendments as officially 
printed 1s as follows: 

Section 10 of Arttcle I71.: 

Sec. 10. A majority of each house shall constitute 
a& quorum to do business. Kach house shall de- 
termine the rules of its proceedings and choose 
its own ollicers. The Senate shall choose a tem- 
porary President when the Licutenant Governor 
shall not attend as President or shall act as Gover- 
nor. ‘The election, return, and qualifications of any 
member of either house of the Legislature, when 
disputed or contested, shall be determined by the 
courts in such manner as the Legislature shall pre- 
scribe, and such determination, when made, shall be 
conclusive upon the Legislature. Either house of 
the Legislature may expel any of its members for 
misconduct; but every person who receives & cer- 
tificate of election asa member of either house, ac- 
cording to law, sball be entitled to a seat therein un- 
less expelled for misconduct or ousted pursuant to a 
judgment of a court of competent jurisdiction. 
Section 29 of Article VI.: 

Sec. 29. The Legislature, at the first session there- 
ofafter the adoption of this amendment, shall pro- 
vide for the election at the general election next 
atter the adoption of this amendment by the electors 
of the Firstand Second Judicial Districts of not more 
than two Justices of the Supreme Court in addition 
to the Justices of that court nowin office in each 
of said judicial districts, and one Justice of said 
court in addition to the Justices of that court now 
authorized by law to be elected in each of the follow- 
ing judicial districts, namely: Tho Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth Judicial Districts. 
The Justices so elected shall bo invested with their 
oftice on tho first Monday of January next after 
their election. 

Section 7 of Article VI1.: 

Sec. 7. The Legislature may provide by law for 
tlie sale and eat of the sait springs and the 
lands adjacent thereto belonging tothe State, mak- 
ing just compensation to all persons haying any 
rights therein. 


BETTER THAN COLONIZATION, 


SS Oe 
A SCHEME TO LURE DEMOCRATIC VOTERS 
FROM NEW-YORK TO MAINE. 


BAnGor, Me., Oct. 25.—Felix Quinn, a resi- 
dent of this city, found it necessary a fow years 
ago to join the Republicans in order to carry 
on unmolested by the law the business of retail- 
ing beer and doing a one-gallon-jug trafiic in 
stronger fluids. Later, when the Canadian Pa- 
cific Road was extended across Maine, he added 
to his beer shop an employment agency, mak- 
ing a specialty of hiring New-York Italians, 
which he did to the number of several thousand, 


making much money thereby. Since then he 
has done littlé save collect his rants by the 
waterside, he owning some houses there. 

There is being built now in Maine what is 
known as the Bangor-Aroostook Railroad, and 
several hundred, Italians are wanted for six 
weeks’ work, or until the snow comes. The in- 
tent has been to secure them in Boston, but it 
is suddenly announced that Mr. Quinn, who has 
not been connected with the road, will leave for 
New-York to-night to secure laborers there, and 
in this a scheme is exposed. The wife of Quinn 
is an aunt of Mrs. Carter, whose husband is the 
Chairman of the Republican National Commit 
tee. Quinn simply proposes to visit Mr. Carter, 
athing he has not been in the habit of doing, but 
it is said his business will belargely with Joseph 
Manley, the Maine member of the Republican 
National Committee, and Dave Martin. It is 
thought these men can scoure for the railroad 
in Maine several hundred men who, if at home 
ou election day, would vote the Democratic 
ticket, but who, by liberal promises, may be 
induced to leave for Maine at this bleak season 
of the year. 

They will, no doubt, use Quinn as the figure- 
head, but Quinn will engage only such men as 
itis desired to get away. Five hundred such 
men means o loss of 500 votes to the Demoo- 
racy. 

The manager of the Bangor and Aroostook 
Road is in New-York und has an office on Broad- 
way, where he has been endeavoring to place 
ponds of the road. He isa Republican. His 
brother-in-law is Vice Presidentor the road, and 
isa Republican. Tho President of the road has 
been Collecter of Customs at Houlton. Heisa 
brother of Gov. Burleigh, and is a Republican. 
Nearly all the Directors are Republicans. 
Joseph Manley, who has been in New-York all 
Summer, and is working with Martin, has had 
dealings with them all, and no doubt has fixed 
up what he thinks is better than a colonization 
scheme. 

There are hundreds of men here who would 
gladly work on the railroad at living wages. 
Men can be and are being hired bere for the 
lumber canips for $12 per month, but New-York 
Democrats will be offered from $15 to $60 per 
month to come here. 








Seven Workmen Killed. 

St. Paut, Minn., Oct. 25.—A special to the 
Pioneer Press from Spokane, Washington, says: 
“An accident occurred on the construction line 
of the Great Northern Road at 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning, resulting in the death of seven 
men, fatally injuring five more, and seriously 
injuring six others. 

“The track-laying crew had finished work up 
to the Wenatchee River, and this morning 
started to lay rails across that stream. The 
east approach and first span were crossed safe- 
ly, and when the second span was reached the 
false work under the bridge collapsed and the 
track machine, together with two carloads of 
ties and three cars loaded with rails, fell into 
the river, sixty feet below. The men Were 
thrown in every direction and buried under the 
ties and rails.”

WORK OF THE SIGNAL CORPS, 


GEN. GREELY’S REPORT ON THE PROG- 
RESS MADE BY HIS BUREAU. 


WASHINGTON, Oot. 25.—Gen. A. W. Greely, 
Chief Signal Officer, in his annual report to the 
Secretary of War, dwells at length upon the 
value to the country of the 900 miles of mili- 
tary telegraph lines which have been success- 
fully maintained in operation during the year 
by the Signal Corps. 

With an eye to the demands of modern war- 
fare, special attention has been given to the 
equipment of field or flying telograph trains for 
armies operating away from the permanent tel- 
egraph lines of the country. The field telephone 
kit, wherewith a moving line can keep in com- 
munication with its brigade or division com- 
mander, has been satisfactorily devised. For 
the first time since the war, the Signal Corps 
constructed a field telegraph line for the use of 
the Mexican Boundary Commission between 
Bepar, New-Mexico, and the “Corner,” a dis- 
tance of forty-two miles. Twelve miles of wire 
was run the first day in eight hours. In seven- 
teen days the command unloaded the material, 


erected and maintained the line in an unfavor- 
able country until it was no longer required, 
and dismantled and shipped it, all with un- 
trained help for the officers. 

Much space is devoted to a summary of the 
experiments made by other nations with mill- 
tary balloons, an exclusively American idea, 
firstused by Gen. Porter and developed by 
European military powers. It is said that so 
far these experiments have not proved the ad- 
visability of replacing the captive balloon of 
Gen. Porter by free balloons, but the important 

art to be played in future wars by free dirigi- 
Bie balloons or by flying machines is said to be 
unquestionable. Consequently, a balloon sec- 
tion is being organized with each flying 
telegraph train, to operate a captive bal- 
loon to collect military information and trans- 
mit it to the ground by telephone cavle. 
The English system of a captive skin Dal- 
loon with portable oylindera containing hy- 
drogen gas under the great pressure of 120 
atmospheres has been adopted as the standard. 
By this system the men may fill the balloon and 
make an ascent of half a mile or more in half an 
hour. Such a balloon will be exhibited by the 
Signal Corps at the World’s Fair next year. 

The heliograph has been perfected so that 
mossages may be sent by its light beam dis- 
tances ranging sixty to one hundred miles. 

The obvious advantace arising from concert- 
ed action in harbor defense, insured through re- 
liable and instant communication between the 
more important forte and harbor defenses, haa 
led Gen. Greely to submit a special estimate of 
$2,000 to initiate a systom of military cables 
and connecting lines in New-York, Boston, and 
San Francisco. 

A simple system of whistle signals, based on 
the service code, bas been devised for the trans- 
mission of orders to troops in the extended or 
open formation, and is now under consideration 
by the Major General commanding. 

In conclusion, Gen. Greely speaks encourag- 
ingly ofthe growing interest in signal work 
manifested by the militia of the United States, 
and he suggesta thut the Militia act be amend- 
ed so as to permit signal stores to be issued to 
the State guards upon requisitions as part of 
their allotments.

AUTUMNAL SESSION OF THE ASSOCIA- 
TION AT CHRIST’S CHURCH. 


The Autumnal meeting of the Now-York and 
Brooklyn Association of Congregational 
Churches was held yestorday afternoon at 
the Christ Congregational Church, at the junc- 
tion of Gray and Topping Streets, Mount Hope, 
this city. The pastors of all of the churches in 
the association or delegates from these churches 
were present, as was also a number of indi- 


vidual members—clergymen who did not 
ropresent any particular church—and a number 
women. 

The Rev. Howard 8. Bliss was chosen Moder- 
ator.

Although Chief Supervisor DAVENPORT 
refuses to appear before the Congressional 
committee to answer questions regarding 
his administration of the office he has held 
so long, the committee manages to gather 
sonsiderable information about his meth- 
ods. The fact is established that DavrEn- 
PORT failed to draw a large amount of 
money during the Cleveland Administra- 
tion rather than submit his accounts to 
scrutiny, but got it afterward without hav- 
ing the accounts examined. A public officer 
who evades an examination of his financial 
accounts virtually admits that he has been 
spending public money in an unwarranted 
manner. There is reason to believe tha 
DAVENPORT has been guilty of scandalous 
irregularities in this respect. There is 
ample confirmation by sworn testimony of 
the notorious fact that DavVENPORT has 
used his power systematically to prevent 
men from voting by causing their arrest 
upon charges that were never sustained or 
brought to trial. That his purpose was in- 
timidation is plainly shown by the fact

requirement of excessive bail to prevent 
discharge, and by his insisting upon hold- 
ing prisoners twenty-four hours before de- 
ciding upon bail. His use of the authority 
with which he has been clothed has been 
an intolerable outrage for years. 


It is not very clear what the ‘“‘ Board of 
Lady Managers” has done for the World’s 
Fair except to secure the erection of a 
“Woman’s Building,” in which every wo- 
man exhibitor strongly desires that her 
work shall not be shown. Yesterday, how- 
ever, the board threw itself into immense 
excitement and confusion upon the remark 
of one of its members that she had 
in her possession a petition about 
Sunday closing. When the others were 
out of breath she had a chance to 
explain that she did not mean to dis- 
cuss the petition, but only to present 
it to the Board of Directors.

The situation in Minnesota, as described 
by our correspondent this morning, is pecul- 
iarly interesting.

The 
Democrats, finding four of their Electors in- 
eligible, have left the places vacant, and 
the State Committee has recommended the 
support of four People’s Party Electors, This 
makes it very certain that these four votes 
will be lost to Mr, Harrison. If they are 
necessary to the election of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND it is believed that they will go to 
him, while if the election should go to the 
House, the Democrats have a majority of 
the deJegation in that body and would cast 
the vote of the State for CLEVELAND.

One of the points 
that the Republicans had insisted on most 
strongly against Mr. CLEVELAND was that 
his views on the tariff question were 
not the views of his party. But Mr. 
BLAINE has taken great pains and a good 
deal of pleasure, apparently, in making it 
plain that Mr. HarrIson’s views on the 
Force bill are not those of his party. He 
even hints that itis doubtful whether Mr. 
HARRISON will gain or lose by this fact, 
though it is clear enough that he has lost 
somewhat with Mr. BLaIne himself. But 
much as this mode of treating the matter 
may annoy the Republicans, they cannot 
deny that Mr. BLAINE’s view is that of 
many moderate and sensible men of their 
party. 








Now that the only tin mine in this coun- 
try that has yielded the metal in commer- 
cial quantities has been closed, an unterri- 
fied expert has been brought forward by 
the McKinley press with a new story about 
the deposits of tin in Dakota. His name 
is Harpy, and his story is that 87 per cent. 
of the ore in those deposits is pure metal, 
“while it known that 2 per cent. 
can be profitably worked.” Harpy 
must have seen those mountains and 
vast plateaus of tin which were examined 
last year by Eli Perkins for the Protect- 
ive Tariff League. The mountains were 
so bright that Eli’s eyes were dazzled, but 
his highest estimate of the quantity of pure 
tin in them was only 65 per cent. Un- 
doubtedly he now regrets his moderation. 
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IS THE REPORT WORTHLESS? 

The organs of McKinleyism persist in 
dishonoring and repudiating their own 
manual of prices. With one accord they 
virtually assert that the figures of the 
Aldrich report concerning the prices of 
tinware, carpets, woolen goods, glassware, 
and linen goods are misleading and un- 
trustworthy. All this we have shown 
heretofore by comparing their statements 
with the prices set forth in the tables of 
the report. 

Within two or three days they have un- 
dertaken to prove that the tables of the 
report are false with respect to the prices 
of cutlery, and the same old story about a 
great reduction in the price of such goods 
is going the rounds of the high-tariff press. 
The tables of the report prepared by Sena- 
tors ALDRICH, ALLISON, and Hiscock, with 
the assistance of the New-York Tribune, 
contain the prices of only a few articles of 
cutlery, and the exhibit would be much 
more striking if there had been included 
certain other articles the price of which 
has been considerably increased, We pub- 
lish below the figures of the report relating 
to the prices of butcher knives, carving 
knives, and ordinary table knives and 
forks in certain months which are named:

The price in June, 1889, represented by 
the number 100, was the average price for 
the months of June, July, and August. 
The figures for September, 1890, the month 
before the imposition of the new duties, 
show scarcely any change. A downward 
tendency is indicated by the price of 
knives and forks. But in January, 
1891, three months after the adoption 
of the McKinley tariff, a sharp advance 
is shown. Butcher knives were higher 
by 121, per cent., carving knives by about 
6 per cent., and table knives and forks by 
51g per cent. The advance, with respect 
to the first two kinds of goods, was main-

prices would naturally have been lower in 
1891 than in 1889 and 1890, owing to a 
decline in the cost of raw material. The 
McKinley tariff made them higher by 
enabling the domestic manufacturers to 
raise their prices. 

Neither the high-tariff newspapers nor 
the high-tariff ‘“ spell-binders,” as they 
call themselves, can be induced to speak 
of this evidence from the pages of their 
own handbook. They prefer to make asser- 
tions which are flatly contradicted by 
these tables, and thus indirectly to teach 
that the Aldrich report is worthless.

The Electoral College will this year con- 
tain 444 members, and a majority is, there- 
fore, 223. The candidates who can get 
that number will be’elected, If none of 
the candidates can do so, the election will 
go to the House of Representatives, which, 
as at present constituted, would elect Mr. 
CLEVELAND. The chances of such an out- 
come are, however, very slight.

Under the Miner law in Michigan, the 
constitutionality of which has been sus- 
tained by the courts, the Democrats are 
sure of a portion of the Electors. The 
smallest number that has been allowed 
them by those familiar with the facts is 4, 
which would give CLEVELAND and STEVEN- 
SON @ majority in the Electoral College. 
There are, of course, still other votes of 
which the Democrats are reasonably cer- 
tain and which they are very much more 
likely to secure. The 6 votes of Connecti- 
cut, the 4 of South Dakota, the 4 of Wash- 
ington, are in this class.

They claim also Minnesota and Nebraska, 
but Nebraska is nearly certain for WEAVER, 
and Minnesota is doubtful, with 4 votes 
pretty sure for WEAVER. [llinois, on the 
strength of the registration in Chicago, is 
by no means sure, nor is Massachusetts. 
But if we give to the Republicans 8 votes 
in Michigan, 10 in Kansas, 9 in Minnesota, 
8 in Nebraska, and 15 in Massachusetts, 
they still have but 136 and lack 89 of a 
majority. If, again,, we surrender Con- 
necticut, 6; South Dakota, 4; Washington, 
4; Iowa, 13; Montana, 3; Nevada, 3; New- 
Hampshire, 4; North Dakota, 3, and Wis- 
consin, 12, even these make but 187. In 
other words, there is no possible combina- 
tion by which a majority can be fairly 
figured out for HARRISON without both 
New-York and Indiana, and of these the 
Democrats are as sure as they can be of any 
State until the votes are counted. 








A POLITICAL BLUNDER, 


Corporation Counsel CLARK’s opinion ad- 
verse to the demand of the County Demo- 
crats and the Voorhis contingent for the is- 
sue of official ballots containing the names 
of their local candidates and of the Demo- 
cratic Electors reads like a pettifogger’s 
plea. Inasmuch as it appears to be based, 
noton the principles of law, but on the exi- 
gencies of politics, and local politics at 
that, it ought to have been just as easy to 
let it be shaped by considerations of good 
politics as by those of bad politics. 

From the point of view of Democrats 
chiefly interested in the success of the 
Democratic national candidates Tammany 
has unquestionably blundered in the po- 
sition it has taken concerning these bal- 
lots; and since its local candidates are 
in no wise endangered by the perform- 
ances of the County Democrats it is diffi- 
cult to understand or justify its attitude. 

The County Democrats of 1892, as we 
have repeatedly pointed out, are a leader- 
less remnant, respectable neither in pur- 
poses nor in numbers. But there are a 
few thousands of them, we judge, and 
our information about them leads us 
to believe that a large proportion, if 
not the majority, of them will probably at- 
tach to their local ballot a ‘“‘ paster” bear- 
ing the names of the Republican Electors. 
They have now a provocation and a pre- 
text for that course. A deduction of some 
two or three thousand votes must there- 
fore be made in estimates of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’S majority in New-York City—and for 
this Tammany is responsible. 

It is quite useless to put forward Mr. 
CLARK’s opinion as if the views of that 
eminent jurist necessarily compelled assent 
and obedience. Mr. CLARK claims for 
Tammany a sort of exclusive Apostolic suc- 
cession, and denies that the Democratic 
Electors can be considered the nominees of 
a faction that had no representation in the 
State Convention. While it is true that 
the Presidential Electors are State of- 
ficers nominated at State Conventions, it 
is no less true that the Presidential candi- 
dates are nominated by the party 
at large in a National Convention, and 
an intention to vote for them is the su- 
preme test of party standing and loyalty. 
However much a faction may differ with 
the “‘regular” organization of its county 
or city, it is entitled to the use of the party 
name and privileges so long as itis loyal to 
the Presidential candidates, and since the 

State Electors are merely instruments for 
executing the common will of the party, it 
is manifestly absurd to insist upon a spe- 
cial separate nomination of them by every 
organization that desires to employ their 
names and their ministerial services.

CITY CANDIDATES FOR ASSEMBLY. 

This year thirty members of the Assem- 
bly are elected in this city, against twenty- 
four for thirteen years past. Six different 
organizations have made nominations in 
most of the districts, Tammany Hall, 
County Democracy, Republican, New-York 
Democracy, Prohibition, and Socialist- 
Labor. Besides these there are People’s 
Party nominations in twelve districts and 
there are independent candidates in two or 
three. There were four Republicans in the 
Assembly last Winter, CoNKLING of the 
Seventh District, HoaG of the Eleventh, 
O’Darr of the Twenty-second, and WELLS 
of the Twenty-fourth. The only ones of 
these renominated are CONKLING, now in 
the Eighth District, and WELLs, now in the 
Twenty-ninth. Of the defeated Republican 
candidates of last year only ROCKEFELLER 
in the Ninth and G1IBBs in the Thirteenth 
have been nominated again this year. Of 
the twenty Democratic Assemblymen elect- 
ed last year all were virtually Tammany 
men, though some were also supported by 
the County Democracy. Of these thirteen 
have been renominated by Tammany, 
namely, Durry of the First District, SuL- 
LIVAN, Second; FarRQuHAR, Third, now in 
the Eleventh; Rocur, Fourth; Fotry, 
Sixth, now in the Fifth; Waxkzr, Ninth, 
now in the Eighth; DINKELSPIEL, Twelfth, 
now in the Sixth; SourHwortnu, Thir- 
teenth; SuLzER, Fourteenth, now in the 
Tenth; DrYPOLCHER, Fifteenth; Martin, 
Eighteenth, now in the Fourteenth; 
HAuHLO, Twenty-first; WEBSTER, Twenty- 
third, now in the Twenty-seventh. The 
seven Democratic members of last year 
who have not been renominated by Tam- 
many are MULLANEY of the Fifth, Wissia 
of the Eighth, Soumer of the Tenth, 
BYRNE of the Sixteenth, McManus of the 
Seventeenth, CONNELLY of the Nineteenth, 
and Sre1n of the Twentieth. Of these 
Wissic¢ has an independent nomination in 
the present Third District, and McManus 
is the candidate of the County Democrats 
and Republicans in the Eighteenth. 

The County Democracy has the same 
candidates as Tammany in the Fifth Dis- 
trict, the Twenty-ninth, and the Thir- 
tieth. These are SAMUEL J, FOLEY, re- 
nominated, and ARTHUR C, Butts and 
CHARLES C. MARVIN, who are new candi- 
dates. It has the same candidates as the 
Republicans in the Seventeenth, Eight- 
eenth, McMANus’s, and the Twentieth, In 
the Seventeenth it is JAMES Fay, and in 
the Twentieth JoHN ILLINGSWoRTH. It 
has the same candidate as the New-York 
Democracy in the Twenty-fifth, SamuvEeL 
LOBENTHAL, It has no candidate in the 
Twenty-third, where Tammany has nomi- 
nated WILLIAM B. ELuLison. The New- 
York Democracy has accepted the Tamma- 
ny candidates in all the districts except 
the Fifth, Eleventh, Fifteenth, Nineteenth, 
Twenty-third, Twenty-fifth, and Twenty- 
sixth, and in the Eleventh it has no nomi- 
nation. The only districts in which there 
is only one Democratic candidate running 
are the Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth, and in 
the Fifteenth, Nineteenth, and Twenty- 
sixth there are three. 

There is no distinct basis for comparing 
the chances for this year with the results 
of last on account of the changes that have 
been made in the districts. It was gener- 
ally supposed when the new apportionment 
was made that at least three districts—the 
Eleventh, Twenty-first, and Twenty-third 
—would be safely Republican. There is 
little doubt about the Eleventh and Twen- 
ty-first. In each, two Democratic candi- 
dates have been nominated. In the 
Eleventh the Republican candidate is 
FREDERICK W. PEABopY; Tammany, PER- 
CIVAL FARQUHAR of the old Third District, 
and County Democracy, HENRY C. JUDSON. 
In the Twenty-first the Republicans have 
nominated Simon Hess; the Tammany 
candidate is Louis H. Hauto of the 
last Assembly, and the County Democ- 
racy has put up CHaRLES W. NIMMO. 
The Twenty-third District is close and 
the Democrats might win it with one 
strong candidate. Tammany has made an 
excellent nomination in WILLIAM B, ELLI- 
SON and the County Democracy has made 
none, but the New-York, or Voorhis, 
Democracy has put up a candidate, with 
no possible result but to endanger the 
chance of the Democrats for carrying the 
district. The Republican candidate is A. 
W. LIGHTBOURN. Democrats and all inde- 
pendent citizens ought to unite to elect 
ELLISON. 

It is impossible to calculate upon the 
County Democracy vote sufficiently to tell 
in what districts it imperils the chance of 
electing Democratic Assemblymen. It will 
serve no other purpose, and it ought to 
prove insignificant. The only way in which 
the Democrats in this city can insure the 
election of members of Assembly of their 
own party this year in districts which 
have a majority of Democratic votes is 
to unite in support of the candidates 
put up by’ the Tammany Hall organ- 
ization, for it is-certain that no other Dem- 
ocrats can be elected, and the only efiect of 
supporting them will be to help the Repub- 
licans to carry districts in which they are 
in aminority. Considering that a United 
States Senator is to be chosen:next Winter, 
this can hardly be called good Democratic 
politics, and we fail to see an. excuse for 
the course in any superiority of the anti- 
Tammany candidates in any of the dis- 
tricts. 





VHE WORLD'S FAIK AND POLITICS. 

With the transfer of the buildings of the 
World’s Fairfrom the Chicago board, under 
the supervision of which they have been 
erected, to the commission appointed by 
the General Government coines the first 
formidable danger that the enterprise has 
thus far had to encounter. It is not dis- 
puted that the work done by the board 
that represents Chicago has been, in every 
respect, done most admirably. The board 
is composed of ‘“‘men of light and lead- 
ing” in Chicago. They are successful 
and enterprising men of business, and 
they are also men of public spirit. 
They have shown their 4 intelligence 
and their public spirit,in the best pos- 
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ing who were to be found in the country, 
without regard to the part of the country 
from which they came. By doing this they 
have not only secured the best results for 
the work they had immediately in hand, 
but they have shown a disposition to na- 
tionalize rather than to localize the fair 
itseJf, and the demonstration at the outset 
of this spirit has been of an incomputable 
value to the success of the enterprise. No 
city and no section has had any such 
excuse for holding aloof as would have 
been furnished if there had been exhibited 
a disposition to monopolize for Chicago 
both the profit and the credit of the work. 

The work itself has been prosecuted un- 
der the immediate direction, as it has hap- 
pened, of a Chicagoan, with a speed and 
an efficiency and economy the results of 
which are simply wonderful to see. Not 
the faintest suspicion of a job has been 
expressed even by the press of Chicago, a 
press which is quite as strict to mark in- 
iquity and to infer inequity where it does 
not exist as the press of any other city. In 
fact, the prosecution of the work thus far 
is something of which Chicago has a better 
right to be proud than of almost anything 
else, for the reason that most of the other 
things of which she chiefly boasts have 
been done by enlightened selfishness of 
men working for their own interests, but 
this by an equally energotic and intelligent 
pursuit of a public object. 

One would suppose that this magnificent 
result would disarm criticism and make 
everybody concerned willing to leave the 
control and the supervision of the work in 
the same hands that have guided the proj- 
ect to its present success. So it would dis- 
arm impartial criticism and leave people 
entirely contented who had no interests of 
their own to serve apart from or opposed 
to the public interests involved. Yet, at 
the meeting of the National Commission 
in Chicago last week preliminary to 
the opening of the fair, there were 
actually loud complaints made that the 
control of the work had _ been left 
to the Chief of Construction, whose labors 
have entitled him to the gratitude of every- 
body who considers only the local and the 
national credit that is to be derived from a 
successful fair, It was not maintained that 
anybody else could have done the work 
better, or anything like so well, but it was 
nevertheless a grievance that somebody 
else should not have had a larger share 
in the spending of the money that has 
been so admirably well spent. We can all 
recognize the tone of this kind of com- 
plaint against a “one-man power” when 
the power has been used in the public in- 
terest. It is the cry of the politician 
against the honest and competent public 
servant who is not a politician. It de- 
notes that the politician sees a disposition 
of good things in the way of patronage in 
which he is not allowed to share, and in 
which he yearns to share, without any re- 
gard for the public interests involved. As 
criticism the expression of his envious de- 
siresis valueless. ‘‘The noise of a savage 
proves nothing but his hunger.” 

It is no news that the Columbian Commis- 
sion contains a number of politicians, and 
that some of these politicians are as self- 
seeking and as unscrupulous as it is in the 
character of professional politicians to be. 
If they, or any of them, should acquire the 
control of the “patronage” of the fair 
they would undoubtedly be disposed to 
use it for their own behoof, either in the 
way of money or of power or of “influence,” 
which means that they would not use it, as 
it has been exclusively used thus far, in the 
interest of the fair. Thereare not wanting 
signs that, now that the buildings have 
been turned over to the Columbian Com- 
mission, an attempt will be made to lower 
the standard that has thus far prevailed, 
and to convert a national enterprise to 
private use. The only way in which this 
attempt can be defeated is by a continual 
vigilance on the part of the public and its 
representatives. Nothing more shameful 
could happen than the capture of the fair 
by the politicians, and the danger is 
one that every American jealous for the 
honor and the good name of his country is 
interested in averting. It can be averted 
if public opinion is so enlightened and so 
united that the politicians cannot afford 
and will not presume to defy it; and that 
is a result which it is eminently desirable 
to secure.

GREAT OPPOSITION TO THE NEW 
GERMAN ARMY BILL. 


COLDLY RECEIVED WHERE THE Govy- 
ERNMENT EXPECTED SUPPORT — 
DECLARATIONS THAT IT WILL 
BANKRUPT THE COUNTRY—BAD IM- 
PRESSION ON THE BOERSE. 


BERLIN, Oct. 25.—The Military bill is coldly 
received here, even in quarters where the Gov- 
ernment expected support. The Vossiseche 
Zeitung expresses itself as pleased that the bill 
has been published and says that the different 
parties can now prepare for the inevitable gen- 
eral elections for members of the Reichstag. 

The National Zeitung says that while it de- 
sires to meet the Government's wishes, the 
Government’s demands are more than it is pre 
pared to sanction. The Germania, (Clerical,) 
expresses dissatisfaction because there will be 
an increase of over 80,000 men with a merely 
conditional two-year service. The whole meas- 
ure justifies the worst fears thatthe Reichstag 
will reject the bill. The Kreuz Zeituny is tho 
only journal that af etn the Government. It 
approves the reorganization of the artillery and 
pioneers, but refrains from expressing its final 
opinion on the details of the measure. 

Chancellor von Caprivi has ordered that an 
inquiry be made as to how the Cologne Gazette 
obtained the copy of the bill whieh it published 
yesterday. The nature of the bill created a bad 
impression on the Boerse to-day, and there was 
heavy selling of German 3 per cent. bonds, 

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The Berlin correspondent 
of the Daily News says: “Excepting the semi- 
otficial papers, the whole press declares the 
Military bill impossible. It is calculated that 
in the past twenty years Germany has apent 
£600,000,000 on her army. If the increase of 
expenditure continues the country will be bank- 
rupted. It is probable that Chancellor von 
Caprivi has left @ margin for modifications. He 
may also secure the support of the Centrists by 
making concessions to them on the school and 
church questions. But he still has a diffioult 
task before him, especially when one takes into 
consideration his own former speeches, in 
which he derided the idea of measuring the 
efficiency of an army by its numerical strength.”

SAVERNAKE ESTATE. 


ITS SALE BY THE SPENDTHRIFT MAR- 
QUIS OF AILESBURY BINDING. 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—Sir James Stirling, one of 
the Judges of the Chancery Division of her 
Majesty’s High Court of Justice, to-day dis- 
missed the application of Lord Henry Bruce to 
have invalidated the sale of the Savernake es- 
tate to Lord Iveagh. 

Lord Henry Bruce is an uncle of the Marquis 
of Ailesbury, who sold the estate to Lord Iveagh. 
The Marquis of Ailesbury is a hopeless spend- 
thrift. A long fighthas been made in the courts 
by those having a remainder interestin the es- 
tate against allowing the Marquis to sell the 
property, but the Court of Appeal decided that 
he could do so, and Lord Iveagh took over the 
estate, paying $3,750,000 forit. Now there is 
no further chance of regaining the property. 

Savernake Forest, which is in Wiltshire, is the 
only forest in the kingdom in the possession of 
& subject. : Itis about sixteen miles in eircum- 
ference. The entire estate comprises 40,000 
acres, and had been in the possession of the 
Brudenell-bruces, of which family the Marquis 
of Ailesbury is now the head, for over two cent- 
uries. 

The possession of a hunting horn is said to be 
the title by which the Wardenship of Savernake 
Forest is held under a charter granted by Ed- 
ward VI. to the Protector Somerset. This horn, 
which is formed of an elephant’s tusk, with 
silver mountings, is about 2 feet long and 53 
inches in diameter atthe larger end. ‘The silver 
mountings represent in a series of compart- 
ments the figures of a King, a Bishop, a hunts- 
man, &@ warden of the forest, and hounds, witb 
different animals of the chase. There is a tradi- 
tion that this horn was uniformly carried and 
sounded by one of the keepers in his uniform be- 
— the King when he passed through the for- 
est. 

George III. was entertained at Savernake for 
some days by the Marquis of Ailesbury of the 
day. The King, on leaving, assured the Mar- 
guls that he was exceedingly pleased with his 
visit. “ You have forgotten, however,” said 
the King, “to blow your tenure horn. When a 
King of England comes here and that horn is 
not blown your property becomes forfeited to 
the Crown.” “ Well, Sire,” repliedjthe Marqnis, 
“ T could not get anybody to get any sound out 
of it.” The King accordingly pardoned the 
omission.

THE BACCARAT CASE DECIDED. 


YOUNG BARING GETS A JUDGMENT IN 
THE QUEEN’S BENCH. 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—A crowd gathered to-day in 
he Queen’s Bench Division of Her, Majesty’s 
High Court of Justice to listen to the proceed- 
ings brought by the London and Universal Bank 
against H. J. Baring, son of a deceased member 
of the House of Commons, who at one time sat 
for the City of London. The case was familiar- 
ly known as the “‘ baccarat case.” The action 
Was to recover the sum of £1,440, which the 
bank had paid on a bill that had been discount- 
ed for Baring, Wigram, and MacMahon, the last 
named being the inventor of the MacMahon 
tape. Wigram and MacMahon did not appear 
in court. 

Counsel for Bariag in his plea for his client 
said that Baring, who is only twenty-three 
years old, was a gambler and had spent £23,000 
before he attained his majority. On the night 
of the bill transaction young Laring, accompa- 
nied by a pugilist named Goode, visited several 
clubs, Finally the two brought up at the 
‘*Spooferies,” a haunt of men and women of a 
certain class. Here Baring gyt drunk, and 
while in this condition he met Wigram and 
played baccarat with him. Baring lost, and 
gave Wigram a check for £300, besides a quan- 
tity of jewelry and several “IO U’s”. Goode 
afterward called on Baring and returned the 
jewelry and “I OU’s” in exchange for the 
bill of £1,440 drawn in Wigram’s favor. The 
bill tinally came intothe hands of MacMahon 
who took it to the bank, where he obtaine 
£1,300 on it. Judgment was given for youn 
Baring. 


NO BELGIAN JEWS WANTED. 
RUSSIA INSISTS THAT PASSPORTS SHALL 


TELL THE RELIGION OF THE HOLDER. 


BrvussELs, Oct. 25.—The Russian Government 
has recently demanded that the Belgian author- 
ities, in issuing passports to persons intending 
to visit Russia, shall state therein the religion 
ofthe bearer. Heretofore no such mention has 
been made and it is not known what action Bele 
gium will take in the matter. 


It she complies with the demand, Belgian 
Jews will be treated to many indignities if they 
visit Kussia, If she refuses, no Belgian pass- 
port will be accepted in Russia, and conse 
quently no Belgians can enter that country, 
though the Russian demand is aimed solely at 
Hebrews. 

The question is an important one and does not 
admit of a hasty decision. The outcome is 
watched with considerable interest.

MINNESOTA APPARENTLY IS NOT 
FOR HARRISON, 


PROBABLY FIVE ELECTORAL VOTES 
FOR CLEVELAND AND FOUR FOR 
WEAVER — THE ADMINISTRATION 
PARTY’S VIRTUOUS INDIGNATION AT 
THE AGREEMENT AGAINST IT. 


Sr, Paun, Minn., Oot. 25.—“* Minnesota will 
shoose Harrison and Reid Electors, elect Knute 
Nelson Governor, regain nearly all and pos- 
sibly allofthe Congressional districts, and we 
hope it will secure the Legislature.” That is 
Chairman Jamison’s prediction for the Repub- 
licans. 

“Minnesota is for Weaver by a majority; it 
will elect Ignatius Donnelly Governor; it will 
send four People’s Party Representatives to 
Congress, and it will elect a share of members 
in the Legislature sufficient, with Democratic 
aid, to prevent the election of a Republican to 
the United States Senate,” so says Chairman 
Meighan of the People’s Party State Committee. 

“ This State will not give its Electoral vote to 
Harrison. Five of the nine will vote for Cleve- 
land, the rest for Weaver if they are not needed 
for Cleveland’s election. Lawler will be the next 
Governor, and the Legislature will be chosen 
with so large a proportion of Democrats and 
Feople’s Party men that the Republicans will 
lose a place in the upper house of Congress.” 
So says Secretary Smalley of the Democratic 
State Committee. 

The Republicans are the most hopeful and the 
least sanguine. The People’s Party are “as 
gure as four aces” that the earth is theirs and 
the fullness thereof, and that they,may 0 away 
with itif they will but pick it up. The Demo- 
crates are confident, but least boisterous. 

There is no doubt that the Republicans are 
frightened. They have made their fears known 
in several ways, but the latest exhibition of 
them was given when the Chairman of tho 
State Committes, Robert Jamison, issued an ad- 
dress to the “ voters of Minnesota” to call at- 
tention to the combination arranged between 
the Democrats and the People’s Party to pre- 
vent Minnesota from giving its nine Electoral 
votes to Harrison. It was appropriately ad- 
dressed to a larger body of voters than the Re- 
pubiicans, for in 1890, when Congressmen and 
a Governor were elected, the Republicans cast 
for Governor 88,111 votes, while the Democrats 
had 85,844, the Farmers’ Alliance 58,513, and 
the Prohibitionists 8,424, the Republicans 
having 59,250 votes less than the Demo- 
orats and the Alliance together. The Re- 
publicans did better with their Congres- 
sional candidates, for whom they polled 


an aggregate of 98,316 votes in the five 
districts. Although with a plurality of 8,627 
in the State on Congressmen, they secured only 
one member of the delegation, the Farmers’ Al- 
liance one, and tae Democrats threé, thus mak- 
ing the State a Democratic one in case an 
election of President should devolve upon the 
Fifty-second Congress. Indifference to the gen- 
eral policy of the Administration and open hos- 
tility to the pet tariff policy drove crowds of the 
dissatisfied, who were not prepared to become 
Democrats outright, into the half-way station. 
The Legislature was triangular; the Democrats 
and Alliance men holding the balance of power, 
but not entering into an all-around combina- 
tion. 

With three large parties in the State, the Re- 
publican lines badly weakened and everywhere 
mrore or less broken, there was a great desire 
among the anxious leaders for Blaine’s nomina- 
tion. Butthe Administration had the offices 
and the friendship of corporations, and it se- 
cured the delegates. After Harrison’s nomina- 
tion there was a period during which it was 
feared by many Republicans that the State 
micht be lost by default. When the stake began 
to be considered, and it was remembered that 
the loss of the State might give the United 
Btates Senate to the Democrats, it was resolved 
that a heroic effort should be mado to prevent 
such a terrible party calamity. The State Con- 
vention was held early, and Knute Nelson, a 
Norwegian, an ex-Kepresentative, who had 
voted forthe Mills Tariff bill, was nominated 
for Governor. The wheels of the political ma- 
chine were at once set in motion. Nelson was 
relied upon to attract his Seandinavian fellow- 
citizens, who had bettered his example as a 
tariff reformer by getting into a party that is for 
free trade. At the same time, the tariff-reform 
teachings of the leading Republican paper were 
temporarily forgotten, as they have been by the 
Chicago J/ribune, and McKinleyism was advo- 
cated and defended upon the lines laid down in 
the President’s letter of acceptance of his re- 
ponination. 

The People’s Party, sanguine of an increase in 
their numbers, followed the Kepublicans sbarp- 
ly and contidentiy, and upon the Omaha plat 
form nominated Ignatius Donnelly for Gov- 
ernor and a full state ticket, upon which 
Bwedes, Norwegians, Danes, and other natural- 
ized foreigners were fully “recognized” by 
representation. The Labor Party and its strong- 
est men were also considered, as if there was a 
determination to attract every class restless 
under old party organizations. 

After the PGople’s Party had presentod eandi- 
dates, the Democrats took the field with Daniel 
W. Lawler as their choice for Governor upon a 
strong Cieveland platiorm, and with a full list 
of nine Democratic Electors. Ly the time this 
was done it became apparent that the Alliance 
Was stronger than it had been, but not so0 
powertul as its managers insisted. The Demo 
crats feltreasonably sure that}Minnesota’sjElect- 
oral vote would not goto Harrison, It was 
doubtful whether it could all be given to Cleve- 
land. For ineligibility and business reasons 
four Democratic lectors resigned. By prudent 
management, but without open agreement on 
the part of the People’s Party, the Democratic 
committee prevailed upon the party leaders to 
consent that the vacancics should not be filled, 
but that four of the Weaver Electors should be 
taken up instead and indorsed forthe approval 
of the Democratic voters at the poll. 

The effect of this unquestionably expedient 
fusion upon the Kepublicans was to provoke 
their intense indignation and abhorrence of such 
an “unpataral and wicked alliance.” Forget- 
ting or disregarding the vourse of the Republic- 
ans in Virginia, where Republicans have 
neglected to make nominations for Congress so 
as to be at liberty to vote for the Democratic 
candidates of the third party; overlovking the 

rformance in North Carolina, where a State 
ticket of obscure men has been named by the 
Republicans so as to give Exum achance for 
Governor, and where each party has consulted 
the other in making Congressional nominations; 
apparently oblivious of the fact that * Chris” 
Magee prevented the Republicans from nomi- 
nating a State ticketin Alabama, and that the 
Alliance named Electors who were to be ready, 
in case they were needed, to vote for Harrison, 
the Republicans of Minnesota proceeded to ex- 
haust their vocabularies to load their lusty op- 
ponents with vituperation. 

When the Democrats asked the Seoretary of 
State to arrange the names of the Weaver- 
Cleveland Electors in such order on the official 

* ballots as would be most convenient to the 
voters, that Republican officer at first hid away, 
Was then brought into court, the matter was 
discussed before a Judge, and at last was dis- 
missed for jack of jurisdiction by the court over 
the Secretary of State. By means of the 
action, however, everybody was induced to 
reai about the subject in controversy, and 
every hewspaper reader became familiar with 
the peculiarities of the tickets. 

There must have been real danger apparent 
to the Kepublicansin the agreement between 
the Democrats and the People’s Party. If it 
bad been harmless; if, as some of the People’s 
Party leaders asserted, and still insist, it was 
all a Democratic notion, a scheme in which the 
People’s Party had no interest, as shown by the 
fact that they keep allof their Electors stand- 
Ing for election, why should the Republicans, 
avowedly confident of their ability to make “a 
plean sweep” of the State, indulge in such a 

assionate manifesto as that issued on Oct. 19? 
No party ever got such a castigation with words 
as wae given by (hairman Jamison to the Dem- 
ocrate and People’s Party fellows who had pre- 
sumed to do something north of Mason and 
Dixon’s line very like what the Republicans are 
doing in the South, and for a similar purpose. 
* An infamous conspiracy,” thecombination was 
ealled, *“‘unprincipled schemers” had “ sprung 
an insult upon every bonest voter,” “ a scheme 
of deception, of fraud, of infamy” that was 
“intolerable” —from a Minnesota Republican 
point of view.

flour” difference to any farmer, nor has it in- 
creased the price of his wheat, corn, or barley, 
notwithstanding the tariff taxes put on to grat- 
ify the farmers along the Canadian lipe. It 
has not been upon the tariff, however, that the 
Republicans have relied. Their chief efforts 
have been put forth to convince the wanderers 
that they should “let well enough alone,” vote 
to keep Harrison and his office holders in their 
places for another four years, and elect a Con- 
gress that may protec a@ new McKinley bill, 
with stiffer duties, and a Force bill with plenty 
of bayonets in it. 

The outdoor campaign is lively on all sides, 
but the attendance at the meetings of the Re- 
publicans indicates a lack of stirring up, which 
is taken as proof that everybody has made up 
his mind to vote to continue the present state 
of affairs. The complaint that the meetings 
are dull comes altogether from the ye 
The Democrats say that they never had better 
meetings than they are now having. The 
People’s Party managers assert.that they have 
nover held better meetings. The exigencies of 
the campaign elsewhere have kept the promi- 
nent Kepublicans away, but Senator Frye is 
to make a speech at one point, next 
week, in his usual vigorous way, and it 
will probably be s0 loud that it will 
be heard without telephone well over 
toward the Red River. For the Democrats, 
the principal outside speaker is Senator Mills. 
He has made several speeches, and has afew 
points yet to cover. He has been profoundly 
impressed with the increased interest shown in 
the low-tariif argument, and believes the Dem- 
ocrats have quite overcome the timidity they 
felt two years ago, when making the fight for 
Congressmen. Mr. Mills is more sanguine of 
Democratic success than are the party managers. 

Conservative Democrats in Minnesota are not 
“claiming everything.”” They think that East 
ern Democrats are thoughtiess who indulge in 
expectations that Cleveland oan carry this 
State, which in 1484 gave the Republican can- 
didate 41,000 plurality; that gave Harrison a 
plurality of 38,000 in 1888, and which, in 1890, 
showed a plurality of Republicans in the vote 
for Congressmen of 8,627. To expect to carry 
it by a ‘‘straight’” Democratic ticket was un- 
reasonable, notwithstanding that Mr. Cleveland 
is stronger than his party on the tariff, on 
porsonal grounds, and for his conserva- 
tism on financial questions. But they 
believe that four Weaver Electors will cer- 
tainly be chosen, which will deprive Harrison 
oftftour. Enough People’s Party men may yote 
for the flye Cleveland Electors to pull them 
through. Whatever gain Weaver may getin 
Minnesota will be Republican loss. The con- 
servative Democratic expectation is, that the 
Legislature will inevitably be one that will 
choose a Senator who will act with the Demo- 
crats on all tariff-reduction measures. If noth- 
ing more is achieved than this, the Democrats 
regard this as mach in a year when every Re- 
publican effort is being put forth to restore the 
State to the positionit once held as a banner 
bearer ofthe Republican Party. 

Here, as elsewhere in the West, a systematio 
effort is being kept up by the Republican press 
to give the impression that New-York is as- 
suredly Republican, that there is little doubt 
that it will give Harrison a large majority, and 
that New-Jersey is in doubt, Connecticut surely 
Republican, and the whole East determined to 
keep Harrison in for four years. The dispatches 
appear in many papers, and do not appear to 
be specials. They suggest work on the part of 
the Republican National Committee to keep up 
the spirits of the Western Republicans by prom- 
ising unexpected gains in New-York and 
other Eastern States. New-York is relied 
uponte doall. The West, it is known, cannot 
be relied upon. The hope is that the West can 
be made safe by giving the impression that the 
Eastis secure.

‘ WILLIAM SWINTON, , 

William Swinton, the author of many series of 
school text books, died about 9 o’cleck on Mon- 
day evening in an apartment which he had re- 
cently hired in the Neufville flats, 254 West 
Eighty-fourth Street. Mr. Swinton had suffered 
for several years with kidney trouble, compli- 
cated with rheumatism and a tending to dropsy, 
Within a few days he had determined to move 
from his home in Brooklyn to this city in order 
to be nearer Dr. Bull, the specialist, under 
whose care Mr. Swinton had placed himself. He 
therefore hired the apartment in Eighty-fourth 
Street and had moved over part of his furniture. 
During Monday evening the janitress went into 
the apartment and found Mr. Swinton lying 
upon the floor, where he had fallen, apparently, 
ina fit. Dr. Charles Collins of 47 West End Av- 
enue was hastily called, but was unable to re- 
store him to consciousness. His family ) am a 
cian, Dr. Parrott of Brooklyn, said yesterday 
that the cause of his death was cerebral apo- 
plexy. John Swinton, the brother of the dead 
man, said that the remains would be removed 
to the residence of his son, at 292 Jefferson Av- 
enue, Brooklyn, last night, and would afterward 
be placed in the receiving vault at Greenwood. 
~~ rane” for the funeral have not yet been 
made. 

William Swinton was born in Salton, near 
Edinburgh, Scotland, April 23,1833. He was 
educated at Knox College, Toronto, and at Am- 
herst, where he was amember of the class of 
’57. His father intended to make a Presby- 
terian minister of him, and in 1853 he began to 
preach, but he afterward adopted the profes- 
sion of teaching, in which he was singularly 
successful. Both orally and in his books he 
showed his genius for esting. 

The first book which he published has scarcely 
lost its popularity. While still in Amherst Col- 
lege he contributed to Puinam’s Magazine @ 
series of papers called “Rambles Among 
Words; Their Poetry and Wisdom.” These 
were published in book form in this city in 
1859, and reprinted in London in 1861. Mr. 
Swinton became attached to the staff of THE 
NEw-YORK TIMES, and at the outbreak of the 
war joined the Army of the Potomac as field 
correspondent. His letters from the front were 
full of criticisms of Gen. Grant, Gen. Rosecrans, 
and other commanders, and aroused much hos- 
tility to the correspondent among these officers, 
Gen, Grant at one time stopped his letters and 
threatened to have him shot, but Secretary 
Seward ordered the letters released, and the 
correspondent was given his freedom. His 
knowledge of military matters was wide and 
exact, and his work was. highly praised by emi- 
nent European soldiers, who said that he ‘knew 
more about the anatomy of war than any writer 
of modern times.” 

Mr. Swinton was most widely known as a 
writer of school text books in various branches, 
and derived therefrom a very largeincome. It 
is estimated that his royalties reached the sum 
of $25,000 annually. His first great financial 
suecess Was won with “Swinton’s Outlines of 
the World’s History,” which was written while 
he was Professor of English in the State Uni- 
versity of California, where he was called at 
the founding of the university in 1868. This 
book has had the greatest vogue of any gen- 
eral history published up to the present 
time. Even now it has a steady sale, 
much larger than any novel which is 
not a classic. This was followed by 
“Swinton’s Primary History of the United 
States” anda ‘‘ Condensed History of the United 
States.” Then he came back to philology and 
published “Swinton’s Word Book” and ‘‘s win- 
ton’s Word Primer,’ both of which were a 
new and glorified kind of spelling book, and 
which have been taken as models by every 
otber spelling-book writer since their publica- 
tion. e also published a‘ Word Analysis,” 
which was a text book on etymology. 

The style of allof these books was original 
and extremely popular. In allof his books he 
presented the subject matter differently from 
anybody who had preceded him. He also pub- 
lished a series of school geographies and read- 
ing books which have maintained an equal 
popularity. ‘ Swinton’s Language Lessons,” a 
series in grammar, rhetoric, and composition, 
originally published about 1877, have set the 
pace for all such books ever since. 

Mr. Swinton was a man of great energy, ex- 
erted unevenly. He would frequently work for 
twenty-four hours at a stretch and then dono 
work at all fora week. He is said to have writ- 
ten his ‘‘ Primary History of the United States ”’ 
upon paper held on his knees during a railway 
ride from San Francisco to New-York. Although 
in receipt of a large income, he was not good at 
keeping money, and was frequently hard up. 
At such times he would sell, for ready cash, 
some fraction of some of his copyrights, thus 
lessening his income which was still consider- 
able. During recent years he started a monthly 
magazine called Swinton’s Slory Teller, which 
did not succeed at the time, but was the pioneer 
of several such publications nowcurrent. Will- 
iam Swinton was one of seven children, of 
whom only his brother John survives him. He 
leaves three married sons and two daughters, 
both of whom are single, all of whom livein 
Brooklyn.

IRVING W. FULLER. 

Irving W. Fuller died suddenly of laryngitis 
at his home in Ardsley, Westehester County, 
N, Y., at 12:30 A. M. Monday. Mr. Fuller was 
born in Watertown, N. Y., Dec. 24,1837. When 
a young man he went West, settling for a time 
in Wisconsin and later removing to St. Louis, 
Mo., where he was at the outbreak of the civil 
war. 

Mr. Fuller received a Captain's commission 
and raised a company of cavalry, which was 
mustered into the Union service as part of the 
First Missouri Cavalry, Gen. Frémont’s body 


guard. With his command he fought through 
the war, participating in the storming of Fort 
Donelson, at the battle of Shiloh, the siege of 
Vicksburg, and most of the operations along 
the Mississippi River. 

He was severely wounded by a Minié ball 
which struck his spur and tore off his heel. He 
spent nine months ina hospital and was able 
on his recovery to wear a false heel without 
any apparent lameness. He rose to tho rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel in his regiment. 

After the war he was Sherifffor one term of 
Sebastian County, Ark., and was fortwo terms 
Mayor of Fort Smith, Ark. He camé to New- 
Yorkin 1873, and was the originator of the 
business of placing card advertisements in 
street cars. He built up om excellent business, 
which he carried on until last June, when he 
turned it over to an advertising company. He 
was also amember of the Consolidated Stock 
and Petroleum Exchange and tranracted busi- 
ness as a broker from his office in the Stewart 
Building. 

He lived for the last five years at 100 Berk- 
eley Place, Brooklyn, removing in August to 
the house which he had just built at Ardsley, 
N. Y., where he had a stock farm and some fine 
trotting horses. He was not a clubman, the 
only organization he belonged to being Lafay- 
ette Post, No. 140,G. A. R. He attended Ply- 
mouth Church in Brooklyn. 

Mr. Fuller's death was unexpected. He had 
been ill only since the 16th inst. He leaves a 
widow, two widowed daughters, and a gon, 
Verdi E. B. Fuller, The funeral will take place 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon atthe Firat Presby- 
terian Church, Dobbs Ferry. The Grand Army 
poat will attend the funeral.

Gen. James M. Tuttle of Des Moines, Iowa, 
died Monday at Casa Grande, Arizona. Gen.

AMSTERDAM, N, Y., Oot. 25.—You can say 
with emphasis and with truth that the laboring 
man whose wages have been increased by the 
McKinley bill cannot be found in Amsterdam,” 
said Judge Z. 8. Westbrook, formerly Deputy 
State Controller, this afternoon. ‘‘ And you can 
go further and say that many workingmen in 
this county who voted in 1888 for the Repub- 
lican candidates will vote this year for Cleve- 
land and Stevenson, thanks to the ballot-reform 
law.” 

One result of the new Congressional appor- 
tionment has been extremely gratifying to resi- 
dents of this district who believe in the purity 
of elections and reform in our political methods, 
namely, the permanent retirement from poli- 
tios of John Sanford, the present Congressman. 
For many years Montgomery County politics 
have beon debased by Republican leaders to a 
degree unknown in other counties. Illegal reg- 
istrations have been conducted in the most 
brazen manner. Foreigners have been natu- 
ralized by the carload who were not entitled to 
the rights of citizenship. A regular naturaliza- 
tion bureau was established every two years, 
under the direction of the Sanfords, for the pur- 
pose of bestowing the franchise upon men whose 
residence in the county was limited to months 
rather than the years prescribed by law. 

Democratic workers were openly bought on 
election day. Money flowed like water. Promises 
were given with reckless extravagance. Every 
artifice known to the skillful and experienced 
political manipulator was resorted to in order 
to diminish the Democratic and increase the 
Repubiican vote. Workmen in the Sanford 
Mills were threatened with loss of position 
unless they voted the Republican ticket. In one 
campaign the current rumor fixed the contribu- 
tions of the Sanford family at $240,000. Then 
the Congressional district was known as the 
Twentieth, and covered the Counties of Sarato- 
ga, Schenectady, Montgomery. Tulton, and 
Hamilton. In 1888 Sanford received a plurality 
of 3,301 in the district, his total vote being 
23,966, and that for Judge Westbrook, Demo- 
erat, 20,665. In 1890 Sanford’s majority was 
diminished over 50 per cent., or 1,581, his total 


vote being 18,369, while his competitor, the late 
ex-Senator A. B. Baucus of Saratoga County, 
polled 16,788. The Democrats polled 3,877 
votes less in 1890 than in 1888, and the Repub- 
licans, 5,597. 

The Democratie leaders who framed the Con- 
gressional reapportionment which the Legislat- 
ure passed last April had in mind, in addition 
to other things, suppression of the Sanford fam- 
ily as a political factor in Montgomery politics. 
Through the influence of Johs Sanford the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives fixed the tariff on carpets In 
the McKinley bill solely with a view of placat- 
ing the Sanford family, who were recognized as 
generous givers to Republican campaign funds 
in the past, and who were expected to duplicate 
their contributions in the future. But the 
Democratio Lagislature interfered with this 
plan and presented to the voters of this county 
a new Congressional district composed of the 
following counties: Montgomery, Greene, Scho- 
harie, Otsego, and Schenectady. In 1888 these 
counties united gave Gen. Harrison a plurality 
of 364. Last year Gov. Flower’s plurality in 
them was 2,486. The changes in then are in- 
teresting by comparison with the vote for 1884, 
as the following table of pluralities shows:

From this table it will be seen that in 1888 
the pluralities tor Gen. Harrison in these five 
counties aggregated 1,708, against 1,344 for 
Mr. Cleveland, or a clear plarality of 364 for the 
Republican candidate; while in 1891 Gov. 
Flower carried four of them with a plurality of 
2,832, or a clear plurality, deducting the 346 

lurality which Otsego gave to Fassett, of 2,486. 

n View of these figures, it is not surprising that 
conservative Demoorats prophesy that their 
party ought to carry the District this year by 
a good working majority of 1,000 at lenat. 

The Republican candidate for Congress is 
Erastus T. Beadle of Cooperstown, he of Beadle 
dime-novel fame of a generation ago, when

and other delightful oharacters that fired the 
youthful heart at ten contsafiame. Mr. Bea- 
die is now an old man, and the fire of his old 
publications has blazed his way to tho path of 
political life. He lives at Cooperstown. His 
wealth is estimated at $500,000. He is 
is generously disposed toward the Republicans, 
who daily inform him that a great career is be- 
fore him in Washington, and his contributions 
have been made on the most extravagant soale. 

He is continually,reminded by these political 
tappers of the fact that two years ago John 
Sanford put over $100,000 into the district, a 
large sum, whose expenditure, noticeable at the 
time, was most instrumental in relegating the 
donor ultimately to private life. No matter how 
generous the dime-novel publisher — be, the 
corrupt element of the district,on which the 
Republicans in the past have mainly relied, 
will demand more this year than ever before. 
While Republican contributions are heavy ana 
the Republican treasury plethoric in most of 
the counties of the State, here in Montgomery 
the prospects are by no means encouraging. The 
dime-novel publisher expected liberal assist- 
ance from the Sanford family. So did the Re- 
publican State Committee, but an incident oc- 
curred last week that cast a wet blanket over 
the Republican campaign in this section of the 
State at least. ° 

A Republican club which inthe past nad never 
failed to receive a generous reminder from the 
Sanfords found that the ee yt was over- 
drawn to the amount of $700 after the gorgeous 
uniforms had been paid for. A committee wait- 
ed upon the senior Sanford, who is regarded as 
the most liberal member of the family, in the 
expectation of obtaining acheck to make the 
deficiency good. Its appeal was listened to 
patiently, and this reply was made: “ We are 
out of politics. While we were in we paid for all 
we got. You ought to go to the candidates who 
desire office, and whom the party has nomi- 
nated. You must excuse mo to-day.” 

This information, which was spread at once, 
produced in the se oy remy ranks a feeling of 
genuine alarm. The local leaders had in all 
confidence relied upon the assistance of the 
Sanfords. But up to this time the Republicans 
themselves admit that the party has not re- 
ceived one penny from these millionaires. “‘ And 
why shown wet” asked one of the foremost 
Republicans in the county. “The Sanfords 
have put hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
this district since they have been in politics. 
We now know their object, which they attained 
in arranging the tariif on carpets. They well 
understand that so long a8 the Senate remains 
Republican the McKinley bill will not be re- 
pealed—not at least for four years.” 

The Democratic candidate for Congressis a 
retired and well-to-do farmer, Simon J. Scher- 
merhorn of Rotterdam, asmall town opposite 
the City of Schenectady. He is confident of 
holding the vote which Gov. Flower got last 
Fall. He bas made a complete tour of four of 
the counties in the district, and asserts that 
many farmers who voted the Republican ticket 
four years ago have promised to vote for him 
and the Democratic national ticket. “The Re- 
publicans will never again obtain the farmer 
vote that was given to them in 1883,” said Mr. 
Schermerhorn this afternoon. * The Repubiican 
Party has been deceiving the farmers for years 
in the Legislature and in Congress, and they are 
now beginning to realize the fact. ILexpect to 
see a falling off of at least 15 per cent. in their 
vote in this State. I am not prepared to say the 
Democrats will obtain all the votes which the 
Republican Party loses.

By long odds the most comprehensive guide- 
book to New-York City, among the excellent 
ones lately issued, is ‘‘ King’s Handbook of New- 
York City,” just published by Moses King of 
Boston, Mass,, who has brought to the work the 
experience gained in a number of similar enter- 
prises, notably his handbooks of Boston and 
Springfield, Mass., and a volume treating of the 
whole United States. In the 900 pages are scat- 
tered 889 pictures, full pages and bits, through- 
outthe text. Streets, sjuares, avenues, parks, 
the water front, buildings, interiors of churches, 
clubhouses, theatres, and the like, and street 


scenes are reproduced from special photo- 
graphs by the half-tone process, to illustrate the 
text and make detailed description unnecessary. 
There are few, if any, prominent buildings that 
are not depicted in the volume. 

The text has been carefully prepared by sev- 
eral competent men, and the proofs submitted 
for revision to many hundred persons, each of 
whom was an authority on the particular por- 
tion submitted tu him, thus making it as nearly 
authentic as 60 comprehensive a work can pre- 
tend to be. The chapters, after forty pages of 
necessary historical matter, illustrated with 
reproductions of old maps and old prints, cover 
New-York of to-day. Beginning with the water- 
ways, they describe transportation, thorougn- 
fares, and adornments, ‘‘ over head und under 
foot’’; theatres, hotels, cafés, clubs, apartment 
houses, &c.; the City Government, educational, 
literary, and art culture, churches and echarita- 
bie institutions, city departments, cemeteries, 
the newspapers, and financial, insurance, and 
fiduciary institutions. The last chapters cover 
avery important part of city life, touching on 
notable retail and wholesale establishments, 
manufactories, oftice buildings, and the like, 
with the same care and thoroughness that ob- 
tains elsewhere. 

The several subjects in the text, be they treat- 
ea in three lines or three pages, are set ina 
bold-faced type for convenience, while a careful 
index of twenty pages, containing over 4,600 
items and 20,000 references, makes the book 
easy to use. 

The statistics given seem, so far as tests havo 
been applied, to have been collected with ac- 
curacy, and the whole book bears the mark of 
painstaking care. One improvement should be 
made in future editions—sectional maps of New- 
York City, each the size of two pages, should be 
added. Their value, if properly made up, would 
add much to the handbook. Well printed on cal- 
endered paper and substantial bound, the 
volume is well worth its price, $1, both to New- 
Yorkers and to the stranger who visits the 
metropolis and wishes to see the best and to 
learn the facts about what he sces.

PENSION AGENT LOVELAND CHARGED 
WITH FALSE IMPERSONATION—GEN. 
CLARK SAYS MANY OLD SOLDIERS 
WILL VOTE AGAINST HARRISON— 
THE LATEST CONVERT. 


Announcements of the changes that are being 
made every day from the Republican to the 
Demooratic Party among voteran soldiors are 
annoying Mr. Carter very much. He doesn’t 
like ita bit. None of the announcements can 
be contradicted, and that adds to Mr. Carter’s 
worry. Ho has frequentiy shown that the ac- 
tivity displayed in this canvass in behalf of 
Cleveland and Stevensoa by the National Veter- 
ans’ Tariff Reform League is mighty displeasing 
to him. 

Perhaps this feeling on the part of Mr. Carter 
may have had something to do with a visit 
Which Col. Loveland, pension agent in this city, 
made to the Veterans’ League Headquarters, 
94 Fifth Avenue, on last Saturday. Col Love- 
land seemed to be very much interested in the 
work of the bureau, and the following state- 
ment about his visit was authorized at the 
headquarters yesterday: ‘‘He registered his 
mame as Henry Kingsland of Morristown, N. 
J. While doing so he was recognized by tive 


prominent veterans, membersof the league, who 
ure ready to testify tothe fact of his descending to 
faise impersonation to obtain information about 
the doings of the Democratic veterans.”’ 

Past Department Commander Harrison Clark 
of the Grand Army of the Republic in this State 
atill continues to be a thorn in Mr. Carter’s side. 
Gen. Clark lost a leg in the battle of the Wilder- 
ness, and acted with the Kepublican Party until 
this yoar, when he came out for Cleveland. He 
Was a visitor at Democratic National Headquar- 
ters yesterday. Speaking of the feelings of the 
Union veterans toward Mr. Cleveland, he said: 

“The number of Union veterans who will vote 
for Cleveland and Stevexson will surprise the 
Republican managers, who claim to control the 
Grand Army vote. In almost every town in the 
State there will be three or four or five or six 
veterans who voted the Republican ticket in 
1880 and previously who will now vote the 
Democratic ticket. The aggregate of such 
votes in the State will be in the thousands. 
There has been a considerable change of feeling 
among the veterans toward Mr. Cleveland. 
They have been told all kinds of lies about his 
conduct and feeling toward them. They have 
found, by reading the records of his action and 
messages upon pension subjects, that he is the 
true friend of the soldier. 

“They find that he has done as much for 
the soldiers, and will do as much for them, as 
any President possibly could. Thoy find that 
his attitude toward the veteran has been one 
which heightens the veteran’s own estimate of 
himself and makes him feel that he ocoupies a 
dignitied position toward his fellow-citizons. 
The Republican managers overdid it in their 
abuse of Mr. Cleveland to the veterans. The 
veterans have discovered this abuse of Mr. 
Cleveiand, and many of them resent it. My 
correspondence is particularly extensive in 
Northern New-York, where I am sure that 
among the old soldiers the Republicans will lose 
largely. I have no doubt, from my knowledge 
of the State generally and from facts brought to 
my attention every day, that Cleveland and 
Stevenson will carry New-York by a very satis- 
factory plurality indeed.”’

ALL THINGS TO ALL MEN. 


AREPUBLICAN DOCUMENT THAT ‘‘ GOES” 
WHERE THERE ARE NO IRISH. 


The Republican National Committee, through 
thousands of Postmasters and Postimnistresses 
in smal) villages, is quietly distributing a cireu- 
lar which bas forits purpose the arousing of 
projadice against the Church of Rome. 

In the large cities and towns, where the Irish 
Vote is a great factor, the Republican orators 
declare that every Irish-American voter should 
cast his ballotfor the Republican candidates, 
because by sodoing he would be doing Great 
Britain an injury, but in the little villages, 
whore the Irish vote is not a factor, they 
change their cry entirely. There they 
address themselves to others than Irishmen, 
and attempt to benefit themselves by deolaring 
that the Democratic Party is the party of the 
Koman Catholic Church, and that ny by it 
would mean the domination of that Church over 
cherished Amorican institutions. The circular 
that is being distributed to promote a prejudice 
in this direction is not distributed broadcast, 
but is secretiy poked into the letter boxes of 
small Post Oijlices. As the circulars are not 
Stamped when received, nor even in wrappers, 
it is only fair te presume that the Postmasters 
end Postmistresses receive them in bulk, and 
are ordered to see that they are judiciously 
handled. 

The circular is headed “Some Matters of In- 
terest for the Consideration of Every American 
Voter, Without Kegard to Party, Creed, or 
Nationality.” Itis a long document, purport- 
ing to come from the “ American Patriotic 
League,” which has a Post Office address only 
in this city. Itis not necessary to tell what is 
inthe circular further than to say that itis 
purely and solely an attempt to excite preju- 
dice againstthe Roman Catholic Church with 
the expectation that such prejudice would be 
an injury to the Democratic Party. That the 
document has no other purpose, the following 
extract from the synepsis of its contents, 
printed on its title page, will show: 

“Selections from astartling political and secret 
circular from Father Stephan to Bishop Marty and 
the other Bishops of the Roman Catholio Church in 
the United States. Assaults on President Harrison, 
Secretary Noble, Commissioner Morgan, and the na- 
tional public schools. 

“ Also, extracts from a pastoral letter signed by 
the Roman Catholic Archbishop of Chicago and the 
Bishops of Peoria, Alton, and Belleville, Ill, which 
svas read on Sept. 11, 1892, in all the Roman Catho- 
lic Churches of Illinois, and which advises all Ko- 
man Catholics ty oppose at the polls the common- 
school laws of that State.”

GROSS MISUSE OF THE MAILS. 
CAMPAIGN DOCUMENTS SENT WITHOUT 
POSTAGE OR FRANK. 


Evidence continues to crop out from time to 
time of the mannerin which the mails of the 
United States are being used and abused by the 
campaign managers of the Republican Party. 

In Cincinnati it is shown that campaign docu- 
ments have been transmitted without payment 
of postage and without even an authorized 
“frank.” An official of the Bradford Mill Com- 
pany, which manufactures tools at Eighth and 
Evans Streets, Cincinnati, sends to THE TIMES 
two envelopes or wrappers, which had been 
delivered by a regular postman to the company. 


These envelopes bore no mark of postage 
stamps ever having been placed upon them or 





ofany payment of postage in any way; and 
they furthermore had not been postmarked, in 
order, probably, that the office at which they 
were mailed could not be made responsible for 
violation of the postal laws. The documents 
contained in the envelopes were: ‘The Tarittf. 
By Henry V. Poor, Editor of Poor’s Manual of 
Railroads, Wall Street, New-York. Price, 25 
cents;” and a trumpery political story in the 
interest of the Republican Party, entitled “ Bet- 
ter Dead Than Homeless.” 

It is the belief of Mr. John R. Selden, Treas- 
urer of the company, that the documents were 
sent through the mails with the connivance of 
the Post Office Department. At least, Mr. Sel- 
den declares his readiness to make atldavits, if 
necessary, regarding the facts in the case, which 
would seem to be sufiicient evidence of such 
connivance.

KENNEDY’S GREAT SPEECH. 


ILLUSTRATED WITH PICTURES OF 
SCENES IN “FREE-TRADE” LUROPR. 


E. R. Kennedy, the insurance Republican, 
took alittle kodak with him when he visited 
Europe last Summer and photographed horri- 
ble examples of pauper labor. Monday night 
he took his views, made ready for a stereopticon’ 
out to South Orange, and, according to the 


Tribune, he regaled the Jerseymen with a lot of 
fol-de-rol on the subject of the “‘ working classes 
of free-trade Europe.”’ 

It was evidently Mr. Kennody’s idea that he 
had an audience from the backwoods, for the 
pictures with which he tried to horrify them 
were of ‘‘women yoked in harness, with cows 
and dogs to do the work of horses and oxen,” a 
tieldscenein highly protected Germany; women 
acting as hod carriersin Vienna, (behind pro- 
tection bulwarks,) women street cleaners in 
Munich, (highly protected,) and the like. 

‘The tribune report, which was highly eulo- 
gistic, seemed to give Mr. Kennedy’s speeeh all 
the space it would safely stand, but the best it 
could do for him was to make him ridiculous by 
citing, os illustrations of the evils of free trade, 
arguments based on scenes in countries 80 
highly protected and taxed that, with the poor, 
the struggle for life is always a fierce one. 

An attempt was made yesterday to draw out 
Mr. Kennedy on his speech and photographs. 
Not being then in Jersey, he refused to talk, de- 
clining even to stand by the eulogistio report of 
him in the Zribune.

RETURN OF THE MARINES. 
> :---~---- 
THEY APPEARED TO GREAT ADVANTAGE 
WHILE IN CHICAGO. 


Major Robert W. Huntington, United States 
Marine Corps, and the marine battalion which 
paraded in Chicago last week, reached this city 
Monday night on a special train over the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. The command was imme- 
diately transported to the Marine Barracks at 
the New-York Navy Yard. 

The command numbered when in Chicago 
216, including the Marine Band from the Wash- 


ington Marine Barracks. “At Harrisburg,” 
said Major Huntington yesterday, ‘“‘we de- 
tached the marine details from the barracks at 
Norfolk, Washington, Annapolis, and Whiladel- 
phia. We brought on to New-York 90 men.” 

The marines when in Chicago were quartered 
in the Mines Building, the same quarters fur- 
nuisbed the troops of the army. The greater por- 
tion of the battalion was previously on duty at 
Camp Low, Sandy Hook, and there was little or 
no opportunity for the command to be drilled 
asa battalion. Yet, despite this, its steadiness 
and precision were matters of comment among 
military men. 

This is the first occasion in the history of the 
corps that a battalion of marines has been sent 
west of the Ohio River, and the largest mobill- 
zation of marines for distant service since the 
Isthmus troubles in 1885. Major Huntington's 
command consisted of four companies, ofticered 
as follows:

A TKIP DOWN THE COAST. 


NAVAL VESSELS TO PARTICIPATE IN 


CHARLESTON’S FESTIVITIES. 


The United States dispatch vessel Dolphin 
and the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius are ordered 
to report in Charleston (8. C.) Harbor some 
time during the present week. The two ships 
will assist the local authorities of Charleston 
in their gala week festivities, which commence 
on Oct. 31. But for the fact that the Charleston 


bar does not afford more than seventeen feet at 
high water the cruisers Atlanta and Philadel- 
phia would have been ordered there also. 

The Dolphin, though originally designed for 
duty asa dispatch vessel, is at present serving 
on the duty once assigned to the Despatch. 
Her present commanding officer is Commander 
Willard H. Brownson, the first Captain the 
little gun-vessel Petrel possessed. The Ve- 
suvius is still commanded by Lieut. Seaton 
Schroeder. The Dolphin carries a crew of 
about110 men. The Vesuvius carries a crew 
of eighty. Both the Dolphin and Vesuvius will 
remain at Charleston for a week. They will 
then return to the Brooklyn Navy Yard, though 
it is not at all unlikely that the Doiphin will be 
ordereu to Washington.

DAVENPORT'S QUEER WAYS 


HE PUL IN NO 
NEALLY FOUR Y#RABS 


PREFERRED NOT’ TO BE CROSS-EXAM- 
INED BY A DEMOCRATIC DisfRicT 
ATTORNEY — MANY ARRESTS FOR 
ILLEGAL VOTING, BUX FEW GOX- 
VICTIONS—a GOoD DaY’s Wonk, 


John I. Davenport did not attend the meeting 
yesterday ef the speeial Congressional commit- 
tee appointed to investigate his peculiar meth- 
ods of administrating the office of Chief SUuper- 
visor of Elections for the Southern Disttict of 
New-York. He did mot even send an excuse. 
But the gommittee did very well, indeed, in 
Bpite of his absence. Information was obtained 
from the witmesses examined which will goa 
long way toward giving strength to the ma 
jority report to Congress by the three 
Democratic members. There were shown 
Davenport¥s zeal in arresting Democrats 
on election days, his failure to secure convic- 
tions, his insistent demands for absurdly high 
bail, and his signifieant action in not submitting 
his accounts for nearly four years because he 
bad reason to beliove that Stephen A. Walker, 
then United States District Attorney, was dis- 
posed to question some of the items, Chairman 
Fitch was very well satisfied with the day’s 
work. 

Besides the Chairman, Congressman De For 
est, (Democrat,) Geisenhainer, (Democrat,) and 
Harmer, (Republican,) were in attendance. Con- 
gressman Ray, the other Republican member, 
sent word that he could not be present. 

Ex-United States District Attorney Walker 
‘was the first witness called. In reply to ques- 
tions by the Chairman he stated that he had 
held the office of United States Attorney for 
this district from March, 1886, to September, 
1889. Davenport, he said, had not presented 
any bills fer his approval until some time after 
the election of 1888. During February, 1889, 
he had left a mass of bills on Mr. Walker’s 
ee with the request that Mr. Walker approve 
them. 

“*) said I would have to examine them,” Mr. 
Walker stated, “and on a casual examination I 
became satisfied that I could not approve them. 
I told Davenport that I could not, but that [ 
did not wish to, cause him any delay, and that 
if he gave me notice of their presentation to the 
court | would appear and cross-examine him 
regarding them and throw the responsibility on 
the Judge.”’ 

The foxy Mr. Davenport, however, decided to 
bide his time. He bided it until a Republican 
District Attorney was appointed. Mr. Walker 
got no notice from him, and, though he held 
office for eight or ten months longer, he did not 
see Davenport after that gentleman called and 
got back bis accounts. : 

“In the Fall of 1888, preceding election,” Mr. 
Walker went on, “the Chief Supervisor was in 
the habit of holding prisoners on bail in large 
sums. In one case Mr. Walker made a remon- 
gtrance. It was that of Alfred Poirier, a Oustom 
House clerk, arrested on the charge of illegal 
yoting. Davenport held him in $10,000 bail. 

“1t was our duty,” said Mr. Walker, “to sus- 
tain a United States Commissioner in the matter 
of bailif possible. On argument before Judge 
Brown, Poirier’s bail was reduced to $2,000. 
My complaint began there. I considered it the 
duty of a Commissioner then, and do now, to 
abide by the judgmentof thecourt. But Daven- 
port, acting as Commissioner, went right on, 
and the next wan arrested by him was held in 
$5,000. In ali cases where the ——- hired 
lawyers who went before the Judge the bail was 
reduced to $2,000.” 

Regarding the issue of warrants by Daven- 

rt, Chairman Fitoh asked if, instead of send- 
ng them to the United States Marshal, as all 
other warrants are sent, Davenport had not 
served them bimself. 

“ He deputized them,” said Mr. Walker. 

For the can*paign of 1888, Mr. Walker con- 
tinued, Davenport hired rooms in a building 
at Thirty-sixth or Thirty-seventh Street and 
Broadway. This location was remote from the 
courts, from the Marshal’s ottice, and from the 
District Attorney. Mr. Walker saw no reason 
for such a preceeding, and the item of a thou- 
sand or two thousand dollars for rent of these 
rooms Was one into which be thought he would 
like to inguire. ; 

An instance of Davenport's utter disregard of 
agreements was given by Mr. Walker, He 
wanted, in 1889, alist of the Deputy Super- 
visors appointed by Davenport. ‘The law re- 
guires that such appointees shall be evenly 
flivided politically. There was good Feason to 
believe that zeal of the ardent Republican 
Supervisor had blinded him to this law. When 
Mr. Walker applied to him for this list Daven- 
port said the only list in existence was ina 
memorandum book at his house. He promised 
to make a copy of itand send it to the District 
Attorney. 

* But he never did,” said Mr. Walker. 

In answer to a question by Congressman De 
Forest, the witness said he had examined the 
accounts which Davenport had left with him 
sufficiently to eatisty himself that he could not 
take the reepousibility of approving them. 

Abram J. Rose, who was Assistant United 
States District Attorney from May, 1886, to 
Detober, 1890,a period which covered the ad- 
ministration of Stephen A. Walker and a part 
of the present ministration of Edward 
Mitchell, took the witness stand. He stated 
that in 1889 he had been directed by Mr. Mitchell 
to go before Judge Lrown of the United States 
District Court as the representative of the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office when Davenport's sccounts 
were presented. He had asked to be excused, 
us some time before Davenport had handed ac- 
pounts to Mr. Walker which that official had de- 
clined to approve. Mr. Mitchell had replied 
that the Disiriet Attorney in this matter was 
not an accounting olflicer, and that it was only 
necessary that a representative of the District 
Attorney’s office should appear in court. So 
Mr. Rose went to court. Judge Brown said to 
him: 

“TJ suppose these accounts are correct ?"’ 

Mr. Rose replied that he knew nothing about 
them, as he had not examined them. As he 
understood it, he was simply to be present in 
court, and the certificate which the Judge was 
to sign was to that effect. Judge Brown, accord- 
ing to Mr. Rose, made some remark about the 
sum being pretty large, and signed the papers. 
Davenport was asked no questions by the Judge 
and no witmesses were produced. 

Concerning arrests ordered by Davenport 
Mr. Kose said that prior to the elections of 1886 
and 1888 a larger number of warrants was 
issued by Davenport as United States Commis- 
sioverthan by any of the other Commissioners. 
These warrants were issued on the affidavits of 
mnen appointed as Supervisors or verifiers, their 
uty being to take the registration lists and 
ascertain whether persons really iived at the 
houses from which they had registered. in 
only two or three cases were the arrests made 
before election day. 

On election days, Mr. Rose said, several Com- 
missioners sit, and the District Attorney desig- 
nates certain assistants to see that the law is 
enforced. In 1886 and 1888 the witness was 
with Commissioner Shields. In 1588 he thought 
from 180 to 200 men were arraigned before 
Commissioner Shields, all of whom, after exam- 
ination by the Commissioner, were discharged. 
There were absolutely no results from the ar- 
Tests except dissatisiation on the part of the 
men who were arrested. Some of them asked— 
there being yet time before the lls closed—if 
they still had the right to vote. ut the Com- 
missioner declined to giveany advice. One man 
Was arrested for illegal voting who had reg- 
istered from the same place for thirteen years 

“ Were there no convictions at all for illegal 
yoting!” asked Chairman Fitch. 

* While I wae there,” replied Mr. Roee, ‘‘ there 
was one plea of guilty, that of Poirier, who was 
a Democratic Custom House clerk. My recol- 
lection is that he was fined $200.”’ 

“Why wasn’t he imprisoned?” asked the 
Chairman. 

Mr. Rose replied that Poirier had been wrong- 
ly advised as to his right to register in this city 
and said thatthe Judge regarded it as a tech- 
nical offense with no intentto deceive. The 
only convictions in four years, Mr. Rose said, 
were this one and another for advising false 
registrations. In 1886 mostof the cases came 
before Commissioner Shields. He thought the 
other Commissioners that year heard about 150 
cases. 

Congressman Geissenhainer asked if the pris- 
oners were discharged too late to vote. 

*“{ can’t say,”’ answered Mr. Rose; ** but some 
of them left declaring that they would not vote 
because trying to had cot them into trouble.” 

“ Should they not have been arrested before 
election!” 

“Yes,” replied the witness, “they should 
have been and they would have been if charged 
with any other o‘fense.”’ 

Congressmen Harmer asked Mr. Rose if he 
knew of any aricsts by Lavenport made ille- 
gally on election days to prevent oltizens from 
exercising their iights 0} franchise. 

“Ihave no per-onal knowledge of the — 

ose of Daverpors in what be did,” repiied Mr. 

ee, “ but if 200 men were arrested on election 

day on what was shown to be faise testimony 

and all were Gischarged, whether it was in- 

tended to or not, it did have the effect of pre- 
ing.”’ 

Henry D. Hotchkiss was before 
Davoupet from the time he went on the bench 
as United States Commissioner until he left on 
election dey in 1591. He judged that between 
70 apd 100 prisoners were arraigned. Soon 
after court was opened six men, employes of 
Bellevue aud the Charity Hospital, were 
charged with illegall attempting w vote. 
Davenport's deputies, ater the first registra- 
tion day, had been told at the hospitals that al- 
though these mep Were DOt on the pay rolis they 
had — regularly employed for some time, 
their compensation being board and lodging. 

No arrests were wade until election 
day, when the men were charged, not with 
registration, but with attempting to 

vow illegally. Mr. Hotebal ppearod for 
aired examination, sud offered bail 
xed it at $1,000 esed.

Ho took the stand with some display of nervous- 
ness, due, perhaps, to the absence of his faith- 
ful deputy, Kennedy, who sat by him and 
prompted him at a previous scasion of the com- 
mittee. Chairman Fitch stated to him that 
persons wearing Marshals’ badges were going 
about the wen / making inquiries as to the 
politics of residonts of houses. Was that by 
the Marshal's authority ? 

Mr. Jacobus said it was not. The men wero 
appointed for registration and election days. 
The could also be used to verify registration 
on the request of the Chief Supervisor. 

“Then,” asked Mr. Fitoh, *‘ inquiry regarding 
political preferences is not part of their duty?” 

“No, Sir,” answered the Marshal, “itis not 
done with my approval” 

*“ Where do they get such instructions!” 

“ All I’ve seen about it,” was the reply, “I’ve 
seen in the newspapers.” 

Louis C. Ferrell, Chief of the Division of 
Judicial Accounts under the First Controller of 
the Treasury Department, produced the Treas- 
ury warrants on which Davenport had been 
paid and the orders of the court here on which 
the warrants had been issued. These were 
asked for by the committee a week ago, and Mr. 
Ferrell had brought them from Washington. 
Mr, Fitch set to work to get them on the record, 
and in the course of this task he learned 
that for about four years no money had 
been pald by the Treasury Department 
to Davenport. That was when Mr. Walker held 
office as District Attorney and when Davenport 
presumably preferred to scrape along without 
money rather than take chances on being cross- 
examined by an official disposed to ask embar- 
rassing questions. It was also found that some 
of the Judge’s orders Gid not containa certificate 
stating that a representative of the United 
States Distr'st Attorney’s oflice was present 
when the order was signed. Mr. Ferrell 
yolunteered the information that it had 
been decided that this was not neces- 
sary in all cases, whereupon Mr. _ Fitch 
quoted District Attorney Mitchell as 
declaring that it was necessary. On one cer- 
tiflcate Judge Addison Brown had signed a 
statement that payment was warranted if the 
services described by Davenport had been per- 
formed. There being nothing to show that 
they had been performed, the Controller re- 
turned the order to the Judge, who then pre- 
pared 4 certificate to the effect that it appeared 
to his satisfaction from the oaths of the Super- 
visor that the services had been performed. 

During the special election for a successor in 
Congress to Gov. Flower, Davenport put ina 
bill for $60 for a special wire, and when Gen. 
Spinola’s successor was chosen he made a claim 
of $40 for the same reason. There was no con- 
teat at these elections. 

* For that reason,” said Chairman Fitch, after 
adjournment, “these charges and the charges 
for Special Deputy Marshals and other ex- 
penses are irregular.” 

The committee adjourned until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon.

Her average time returning against wind and 
tide was 15.42 knots per hour. Her total aver- 
age time was 15.45 knots.

WANTS TO LEAVE SING SING. 


PRISONER WERNER CLAIMS THAT HIS 
TERM HAS EXPIRED. 


Carl Werner was sentenced Nov. 22, 1887, to 
seven vears and three months in Sing Sing. He 
alleges that his term has expired by reason of 
xood behavior, and that he is wrongly being 
kept a prisoner by Warden Brown for personal 
reasons. His lawyer, August P. Wagener, yes- 
terday asked Judge Barrett in Supreme Court, 


Chambers, to grant a writ of habeas corpus, but 
Judge Barrett refused. He said that it did not 
appear that the term had expired. 

Werner was tried before Kecorder Smyth for 
acting asa straw bondsman, and it developed 
that he was one ofagang. Mr. Wagener alleged 
in his affidavit that Werner had been injured for 
life by punishment inflicted on him by Warden 
Brown's orders. A convict named Crawford, an 
expert accountant, it was said, claimed that he 
had discovered discrepancies in the prison 
books, and wrote letters to Gov. Flower and 
others offering to conceal the matter if he was 

ardoned. When Warden Brown heard of this 

e asked Crawford who had been the means of 
getting the letters out of the prison. Craw- 
ford accused Werner. Werner says that he had 
nothing to do with any letters. The Warden is 
also accused of keeping Werner for political 
reasons.

facturers or importers. The advertisement is as fol- 


lows: 
errs JOBBING DRY GOODS SALESMEN, 
with large Western connections and about twen- 
ty years’ experience, (now with a large house in this 
city,) desire engagements to represent importers or 
manufacturers. Address General Salesman, 216 
Herald Ollice, 
This, I think, proves that there isa movement on 
foot among the jobbers to reduce ealaries and in- 
comes generally among their employes and fur- 


pishes a vindication of your statements, some ten 
days ago, that such a movement was on foot among 
the jobbers to reduce commissions. Salesmen with 
twenty years’ experience and with an established 
trade are not advertising for engagements in an- 
other sphere of their business unless they see that 
the old one no longer ofiers them {fair compensation 
for their labors; or, in other words, the outloox for 
the jobbing business in this warket under the con- 
ditions that have recently manifested themeelves 
points to a still further decadence in this branch of 
the dry goods trade. 

To mismanagement of the business more than to 
any other cause cap this be plainiy traced. Men 
have reached the position of managers of these 
colossal establishments who have no practical 
knowledge of selling goods; they know nothing 
avout the competition of other markets, but have in 
their overcontidence, in the supremacy of their own 
establishments, become apathetic in the struggle for 
business, and lost sight ot the fact that they getand 
hoid their business through the salesmen; and any 
man who read your article on the reduction of 
cummissions and salaries in the dry goods trade 
must feeland acknowledge the truth of the same, 
and thatitis a fact that it is an oatgrowth of the 
combination made last June among the jobbers of 
this city, Boston, and Philadelphia to reduce the 
discounts heretofore allowed to the trade. 

Having succeeded in their combination against the 
amount of the discounts formerly allowed their cus- 
tomers, itis but natural that they wonld fee! confi- 
dent in combining against their employes, not- 
withstanding their denials of the same. An- 
other featare in this combination is (and they will 
not attempt to deny it) that s general salesman oan- 
not secure aitention to an spplication for a position 
in any competing house until his present employer 
signifies to the house to which he has applied that 
the applicant is free to go and the present employer 
wants uo further negotiations with him. A sales- 
man is expected to keep his trade in active opera- 
tion with the house that employs him and to 
defray out of the already small commissions that he 
in paid all the cost of entertaining his trade, and what 
with chargesfor numerous items cf business ex- 
ponses of the house for which he never should be 
charged, it is no wonder that the jobbing dry goods 
salesmar should desire ongagenest with manufact- 
urers and importers so that they oan bring the trade 
away from the jobbers, with whom the saieésman can 
no longer liye, and them pote trom Fare nenes.

ALBANY, Oct. 25.--There are 219 more elec 
tion distficts in New-York State this year than 
there were at the jast general election. feven- 
teen counties have a smaller number, the great- 
est being Albany, with a falling off of 20, 
while Rensselaer County comes next with 13. 
The other cotinties with a less number 
are Broome, Cayuga, Chenango, Jefferson, Liv- 
ingston, Madison, Niagara, Otsego, Saratoga, 
Schenectady, and Washington, 1 each; Onon- 
daga, 8t Lawrence, Schoharie, and Westohester, 
2 each 

Of the increases New-York has the greatest, 
250; Erie comes next, with 11; Monroe third, 
with 3,and Queens fourth, with 2. Kings has 
nn indtease of butl, Following is a tablo show- 
ing the total number of districts in the State, by 
towns and cities, this year, and by counties a 
year ago:

COL LUDLOW MAY REMAIN OUT.

HIS BATTLE FOR REINSTATEMENT ON 
LIGHTHOUSE DUTY. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Col. William Ludlow 
of the army engineers will probably not get on 
lighthouse duty, despite the great amount of 
personal and political influence he is bringing 
to bear upon Secretary Foster fora reversal of 
the action of the Lighthouse Board in detaching 
Ludlow from duty as engineer of the Eleventh 
Lighthouse District. 

The rumpus which was raised at the time was 
due to Col. Ludlow’s independence—the mem- 
bers of the Lighthouse Board, including Chief of 
Engineers Casey, called it “‘ineubordination.” 

The system of lighting St. Mary’s River, in 
Michigan, had been decided upon by the board, 
and the plan had been forwarded to Lud- 
low to carry out. The board was gur- 


prised to find that Ludlow entertained an- 
other project for the same service, and he 
proceeded to put it into effect. He refused to 
change his method, and resorted to argument 
to sustain his plau. This course was exceed- 
ingly obnoxious to the men who had been 
accustomed to a peaceable recognition of 
authority. The result was Ludlow’s detach- 
ment, followed by that ofticer’s efforts to be re- 
instated over the board's action. 

There has been danger that the Secretary 
would override the board, as the influence 
brought to bear in favor of Ludlow was of such 
a nature that it could not well be ignored just at 
this time. 

The members of the board who were inter- 
ested inthe overthrow of Ludlow, however, 
made the point that the matter has become 
one of discipline. They acknowledged that the 
board’s system of lighting the St. Mary’s River 
was imperfect, that it would require “ strength- 
ening and elaboration, as experience would 
suggest,” but they also pictured that any rever- 
sal of their action meant a demoraliza- 
tion of the service. More than this, they 
insisted that the Secretary had very few rights 
anyway. His chief duty under the statutes 
appeared to be to sign papers as President of the 
board. For ali practical purposes the Secre- 
tary did not count for anything unless he had 
a majority of the board with him. The Secre- 
tary has gradually come around to this way of 
thinking also. 

The Lighthouse Board has now decided to im- 
prove the present system of lighting the Bt. 
Mary’s River by some very expensive additions, 
Congress will be asked to appropriate $146,000, 
and an elaborate plan of crib, post, am fivating 
lights along the track of navigation will be car- 
ried out. Besides this there will be a lightship 
and two patrol boats to keep the lights in order. 
The board has decided unanimously on this 
project for lighting the St. Mary’s River, 





Canada and Commercial Agencies, 

Ottawa, Ontario, Oct. 25.—There is a report 
current here that Minister Chapleau is anxious 
to have the Canadian agency in Paris raised to 
a higher status, witha view of his succeeding 
Mr. Farbe as Canada’s representative in France. 
Itis also understood that the mission of Domin- 
ion Finance Minister Foster to London is par- 
tially for the purpose of arriving at some un- 
derstanding with the British Government by 
which Canada may be permitted to establish 
commercial agencies in such foreign countries 
as are likely to extend their trade relations 
with Canada. 

{f the plans of the Government here mature, 
this will necessitate the appointment at good 
salaries of several officials, with Consular rank, 
at the more important foreign Courts. It seems 
not improbable, if this idea is carried out, that 
Minister Foster may take up his residence at 
Washington as the Canadian representative at 
the United States capital.

WHITHS CASE NOT DECIDED. 
—_——_—_— 
GOV. FLOWBR POSTPONED THE HEARING 
UNTIL TO-DAY IN THIS CITY. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct, 25.—Gov. Flower has 
postponed until 11 A. M. to-morrow at the 
Windsor Hotel, New-York, the hearing on the 
apylication of the Governor of Wyoming for the 
surrender of Charles A. White, who is wanted in 
Wyoming for an alleged theft of $100,000 from 
his wife, whom he recently married. 

At @:30 this morning the Governor was pre- 
pared to listen to the arguments, but had re- 
ceived a letter from Judge Russell of counsel 
for White asking that the hearing bo put oyer 
until to-morrow. Those present were W. R. 
Btoll of Cheyenne, representing White’s wife; 
P. A. MoManus of Now-York Olity, and Judge 
Gritlith of Troy, representing Shuriff Kelley of 
Cheyenne, and William Safford and Mortimer 
Taylor of Now-York, who appeared for White. 

Mr. Safford asked for the portponomont on ac- 
count of the absence of Judge Russell. He sald 
this was the result of a conspiracy entered into 
by the lawyer who acted for White in the mar- 

nie arrangements with White’s wife. After 
White had left Cheyenne this lawyer convinced 
White's wife that her husband had really stolon 
the money, and it is on this that the application 
for extradition is based. There is an ulterior 
motive behind this prosecution, said Mr. Satford. 

Judge Griffith said White’s mother now lived 
in the hills of Renaselaer County, and when he 
was Prosecuting Attorney there he became ac- 
quainted with White, whom he termed a 
scoundrel and an adventurer. He-said: “You 
should not impliedly impeach the integrity of 
the judiciary of Wyoming by granting any 
serious delay. The only respectability White 
has got is that which he purchased by tho 
money he stole in Wyoming. We should not be 
compelled to send West for witnesses. White 
will get a fair trial in Wyoming.” 

Gov. Flower said in one case where he grant- 
edastay theo man was saved from death in 
Texas. He thought White should have overy 
chance, and if he could show the money and 
bonds were rightfully in his possession no ox- 
tradition papers would issue. 

The Governor and Judge Griflith had a warm 
discussion as to how far the Governor should 
look into the case, when the Governor re- 
marked that he would hear such testimony as 
could be offered in two hours, and he would not 
surrender White if there was any doubt of

DR. DOYLE’S STORY OF

ONE DRINK, HE SAYS, MADE HIM POW- 
ERLESS TO DEFEND HIMSELF. 


Dr. William J. Doyle, a respectable physician 
55 Windsor Place, Brooklyn, was found un- 
conscious in the gutter at 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning at Norman and Kingsland Avenues, 
Brooklyn. The region is a very bad one, and is 
infested by a gang of young toughs with whom 
the police have had several encounters. 

Dr. Doyle was covered with dirt, the blood 
streamed down his face, and his pockets had 
been rified. An ambulance was hastily sum- 
moned, and the comatose man was removed to 
the Eastern District Hospital. 

There he was found to be suffering from four 
ugly scalp wouuds, and for a time it was thought 
his skull was fractured. He revived after being 
treated for an hour, and was able to tell his 
story. 

He was called to this city, he said, about 8 
o'clock Monday night, and after attending his 
patient he entered asaloon and took a drink. 
Upon reaching the street he felt sick and dizzy, 
and thought then that the beer he had taken 
had been drugged. A stranger met him and 
put him aboard a Greenpoint ferryboat. Ar- 
riving in Brooklyn the same stranger led him 
up town, and when they reached a dark street 
suddenly hit him on the head and knocked him 
down. Then he rifled the doctor’s pocket, taking 
a gold watch, a diamond stud, and about $15 in 
cash. 

Dr. Doyle said he realized in a hazy sort of 
way what was going on, but was powerless to 
protect himself. 

The police took hold of the case yesterday, 
but they have no clue to the M&oentity of the 
assailant and little hope of catching him. They 
intimate that there is another side to the story.

PROF. BICKMORE AT WORK. 


FIRST LECTURE OF HIS AUTUMN 
COURSE TO BE GIVEN TO-NIGHT. 


Prof. Albert S. Bickmore will begin a new 
course of lectures this evening at 8 o’clock in 
the American Museum of Natural History. The 
lectures will be for the members of the museum. 

Prof. Bickmore has only recently returned 
from a long tour over Europe, in the course of 
which he collected material for a series of 


lectures on interesting subjects, which will be 
illustrated by many photographs of Prof. Biok- 
more’s taking.: 

The topic for the lecture this evening will be 
“The Atmosphere.” Following is the programme 
of succeeding lectures: Nov. 2, **Morocco and 
the Riviera’: Nov. 9, “‘Mammals of North 
America”; Nov. 16, ‘‘Portugal;” Nov. 23, 
“Mammals of South America”; Nov. 30, 
“Northern Spain—Madrid” ; Dec. 7, **‘ Mammals 
of Europeand Northern Asia” ; Dec. 14, * South- 
ern Spain—The Alhambra.” 

The lectures to the teachers of the City and 
State of New-York usually given under the su- 
pervision of the State Départment of Public 
Instruction, having been temporarily suspended 
by the failure of the State to make the necessary 
appropriation, the Trustees of the museum have 
decided to give the regular Autuinn course to 
the members of the museum. The board, how- 
ever, intends to invite the teachers of the city 
to attend the lectures. There is no doubt that 
the usual State appropriation will be forthcom- 
ing immediately on the reassembling of the 
next Legislature, and there is a probability that 
the course will be extended. 





Substituted a Cheap Coffin. 

Joseph M. Delap, an undertaker at 1,521 Dean 
Street, Brooklyn, was chargod with grand lar- 
ceny yesterday by William Corson of 339 East 
One Hundred and Twenty-first Street, this city, 
and Police Justice Connelly issued a warrant 
fos his arrest. He will probably be arraigned 
to-day. 

According to Mr. Corson, he arranged with 
Delap to prepare the body of Charles Lindewald 
for burial on Thursday last, and ordered a 
shroud and a rosewood coffin. Mr. Corson and 
some friends went to the undertaker’s and saw 
the body lying in the casket. The funeral was 
held the next day, and the body was interred in 
the Lutheran Cemetery. Mr. Corson paid the 
bill, ($50,) and gota receipt to an itemized ac- 
count. 

Something aroused his suspicions, and yester- 
day he had the body of Lindewald dugup. It 
was naked and rested ina common pine wood 
box. Then it was that he sued out a warrant.

The Hunt for the Hussar’s Treasure. 

The Chapman Wrecking and Derrick Com- 
pany has secured the contract for continuing 
the excavation at Hell Gate for the sunken 
treasure of the British vessel Hussar. Its ap- 


paratus, consisting of an immense centrifugal 
force pump and other appurtenances, was put 
in place yesterday. The pump is of immense 
power, and is capable of raising large rocks and 
other heavy substances from the river bottom. 








Cuban Quarantine Raised, 

The officials of the Ward Line of steamers re- 
ceived word yesterday that the quarantine at 
Cuban ports against vessels from the United 
States had been raised. This applies only to 
ships which have sailed since last Wednesday. 
Those sailing prior to that day will be subject to 
a detention of from seven to thirteen days. The 
strict quarantine at Cuban ports has created 
much confusion in the oilices of the Ward Line. 





Whe Georgia Legislature, 
ATLANTA, Ga., Oot. 25.—The Georgia Legislat- 
ure meets to-morrow, two weeks earlier than 
usual. Thisis because of the adoption of the 
constitutional amendment providing that here- 


after annual sessions shall be held instead of 
biennial, as under the Constitution of 1877. In 
his message fhe Governor will strongly urge 
the eappression of lynch law.

MINING REGIONS SUFFERING AND OIT- 
IES SHORT OF A SUPPLY. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn, Oct, 25.—The Schuylkill 
eoal region is threatened with a complete ces- 
sation of work and distress generally among its 
inhabitants resulting from the small water sup- 
ply, In all this county Minersville is the only 
town that has its regular normal supply. Here 
in Pottsville the Water Superintendent stated 
to-day that the service ean hardly be kept up a 
week longer, The largest stream flowing into 
the only reservoir in use would not fill a two- 
inch pipe, 

Of the Mahanoy Valley towns, Mahanoy City, 
Shenandoah, Girardville, and Ashland are only 
given from one to two hours’ supply daily, 
while at some of the smaller towns and mining 


patches water is doled out by the bucketful 
only once in two or three days. The electric 
light plants and other steam-using establish- 
ments throughout the region have been com- 
pelled to oither shut down altogether or man- 
age to get along at great disadvantage. 

ast evening the big Mahanoy planes were 
compelled to shut down temporarily for want 
of water. A number of the smaller collieries 
have been rendered idle, while the larger opera- 
tious are kept going with water that is hauled 
by railroad from a muuntain stream near 
Shamokin, a distance of twenty miles. If it 
were not for this supply and the fact that at 
some of the collieries acid mine water is used 
after a chemical refining, the oollieries of this 
region would be entirely idle. 

Shenandoah is a great sutierer, and owing to 
the inflammable nature of the buildings people 
are Cautioned as to the use of fire on their prem- 
ises, and the authorities are considering the ad- 
Visability of organizing a fire patrol, a pumber 
of slight tires the past few days,having greatly 
alarmed the people of that city. 

The drought itself is not as keenly felt at 
present as is the existence in all parta of the 
region of a large number of cases of diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, and typhoid fever, brought on by 
poor drainage and impure drinking water. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Oot. 25.~Harrisburg is 
in danger of a water famine. Forest fires are 


raging in the mountains near here and men are 
battling with the flames day and night. More 
than 200 acres are reported to have been burned 
over inthe vicinity of Lamb’s Gap, and much 
timber has been destroyed near Linglestown 
and Miller’a Gap. Rain is badly needed at some 
points in the Cumberland Valley, where there is 
fear of a water famine. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—The water in tho 
Schuylkill River, from which stream tne Phila- 
delphia water supply is obtained, 1s so low that 
the Director of the Department of Public 
Works 1s considering the advisability of issuing 
a circular cautioning housekeepers and others 
to be economical in their use of the supply. Un- 
less some such action is taken there is great 
danger of a water famine.

REINFORCEMENTS NBEDED TO QUELL 
DISTURBANCES AMONG THE YAQUI. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Oct. 25.—The Times-Democrat’s 
Chihuahua, Mexico, special says: ‘‘ A courier 
arrived here this morning from Salvaripa, a 
small village in the heart of Sierra Madre 
Mountains, two days’ travel west of here, bring- 
ing amessage to the commander of the gar- 
rison from Gen. Sixto Marquez, the commander 


of the Federal troops in the State of Chihuahua, 
who left here about ten days ago with 500 in- 
fantry belonging to the Ninetieth Battalion to 
quell a disturbance among the Yaqui Indians 
near Salvaripa. 

‘The message from Gen. Marquez called for 
reinforcements, stating that several nundred of 
the Indians are on the warpath and are mas- 
sacrelng the unprotected settlers whenever 
opportunity occurs. 

** He found his 500 men insufficient to cope 
with the daring and desperate savages, and in 
an engagement with a band of them last Thurs- 
day near Salvaripa the Government troops 
were repulsed with a loss of ten men. The 
Yaqui Indians have been restless and discon- 
tented ever since their patron saint, Teresa 
Urrea, was exiled, and itis believed here that 
it will take alarge force of soldiers to bring 
them into subjection again. A few members of 
the tribe are peaceable and industrious and 
have cultivated farms in the productive valleys 
of the mountains.”

LASKER’S TWELFTH VICTORY.

SIMONSON EASY PREY FOR THE 
GERMAN CHESS MASTER. 


Yesterday E. Lasker seoured his twelfth victory 
in the series of matches now in progress at the Man- 
hattan Chess Club. His opponent, Dr. Gustav 
Simonson, was at one time considered the most 
promising among the younger players, and during 
his sojourn at the German capital he held more than 


his own against the Berlin cracks. But with Lasker 
his troubles began rightat the opening. He labored 
like almost all amateurs under the barden of in- 
sufficient knowledge of the theories of the game, 
whereas his professional _ was all the time 
periectly upon home ground. 

Dr. Simonson played a Ruy Lopez. On the ele- 
venth move queens were exchanged, which was a 
more than questionable move on the part of the doo- 
tor, as Lasker is renowned and feared on account of 
his superior skillin handling that partof the game 
technically called the ending. White's development 
was unfavorable; especially his queen’sa knight and 
queen's bishop pawn were awkwarily posted. Las. 
ker made most eifective use of his king, and won a 
pawn and would have probably landed his advantage 
into safe port, even without Simonson precipitating 
his defeat by his ill-considered twenty-ninth move, 
which lost a clear piece.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CRICAGO, Oct. 25.~Active competition for hogs at 
the yards, with a good speculative demand for Jan- 
uary product, resulted in a general advance in the 
list pork leading. Lard was rather neglected, and 
not much interest was shown in ribs; packers, as ¢ 
rale, were buyers, fespeciaily of pork, while sellin 
lard and ribs. Scalpers were showing more partialit 
for January pork, and commission houses seemed to 
be well supplied with buying orders. The Wright- 
Cuddahy clique bulled Jannary pork all through the 
session. Receipts of product were moderate and 
shipments large, especially of meats. January pork 
opened at +13.40, sold at $13.62, and closed at 
$13.60. Cash pork was guoted at $12.300$12.35. 
January lard opened at $7.65, sold down to $7.57 
up to $7.67, and closed at $7.65, cash being $8604 
$3.70. January ribs opened at_$6.90, sold up te 
$6.9739, off to $6.90, up to $7, back to $6.97}, and 
closed at that, being $7.75 for mutilated and $10.50 
for regular. Cash sales included 380 bbls back pork 
at $16.50, 70 tes lard at $3.62 4 @$8.674, and 400,000 
ib short ribs on private terms. 


All of the news at the opening to-day was favorabi« 
to the bears. Not only were the receipts enormous 
here and in the Northwest, but there was an inoreassa 
in the quantity on passage of 2,232,000 bushels, and 
the English visible showed an increase of 600,000 
bushels. On top of this came Sradstreet’s estimate 
one day in advance of its usual announcement show- 
ing au increase in the available supply of 4,303,000 
bushels. A great many small holders let go their 
wheat, and short sellers who gold on the decline 
brought about the only rally of the session, a 
little while before the olose, in attempting 
to get their wheat back. The improvement to 7940 
for May was largely «ue to the better feeling in corn. 
The close tor May was 79180. Late cables were weak 
on the large receipts. Domestic markets were easy 
and inquiry in the cash market was light at 4yo over 
Monday's prices. The feeling at the close was steady 
at slightly under the latest figure of the previous day. 
Receipts at principal Western points were 1,655,- 
900 bushels. The shipments from Western 
points were 398,700 bushels. Sales in _ store 
and to go to store were mado at 60@6240 
for No. 3 red, 534sc for No. 4 red, 6540 for No. 3 
hard, 60@62c for No. 3 hard, 71+9@71%c tor No. 3 
Spring, 59%,@600 for No. 3 Spring, and 6530550 
for No. 3 white Spring.

BUDGET ALMOST COMPLETE. 


THE WARD OF ESTIMATE MAKES AL- 
LOWANCES TO COURTS. 


The work of making the provisional estimates 
for the year was practicdlly completed by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment yester- 
day. A few miscellaneeus items and the appro- 
priations for the various charitable institutions 
Temain to be passed upon. 

At yestérday’s meeting the Surrogate was al- 
lowed $105,690, while the Additional Surrogate 
‘Was provided for by allowing him $15,000 and 
$2,500 besides for clerk hire. The Sheriff's of- 
fice got $120,378.66. About $1,800 more had 
been asked gor to provide for an additional 
clerk, but it was not allowed. The Supreme 
Court was allowéd $182,200. This amount was 
slightly above what it asked for, and allowed 
fot an extra’ clerk in the General Term. The 
County Clerk t $79,750, the Commissioners 
of Aovounts $32,500, and $11,560 was allowed 
for the preservation of the records. 

The amounts appropriated this year are gen- 
eraily in excess of iast year’s estimates, and 
will be stili further increased when tbe final 
estimates are considered in December. The ap- 
propriations mate up to the present time, as 
compared with those of lasét year, are:

COL, FINLEY EXPLAINS. 


HE INSURED OTIS GREYR’S LIFE TO 
SECURE A DEBT. 


Col. Henry H. Finley, who at one time was & 
partner of Otis Greye, who disappeared 60 
mysteriously from the Fall River steamer Pil- 
grim Oct. 8, returned to the city on Monday 
from Chicago, Yesterday he talked about his 
connection with Greye and why he insured 
Greye’s life in his own favor just a short while 
before that gentleman disappeared. There was 
a great deal of comment when it was known that 
about the time Greye vanished Finley went to 
Chicago. For some days neither Man was 
heard of. 

Col. Finley explained yesterday that his visit 
to Chieago and the West had absolutely no con- 
nection with Greye and that he was called to 
the Windy City on private business. 

“I want to say, first of all,” said the Colonel, 
“that I never made any claim to the policy on 
Greye’s life. I was greatly shocked when I 
heard that Greye was dead, and I went to my 
friend, D. W. C. Jones, and gave him the policy 
I had on Greye, and asked him if he would not 
take it to the Fidelity and Casualty Company, 
as I was compelled to leave the city. After lI 
reached Chicago I wrote Mr. Jones, telling him 
not to make any claim on the company if there 
Waa the slightest doubt of Greye’s death by ac- 
cident Mr. Jones went to the a and 
told them what I had said, and when I[ returned 
I called upon them and gave them the policy, 
which they will held, and unless it is absolutely 
proved that Greye died by accident I will never 
receive a cent of money, even though nothing 
is heard of him for seven years and there is 
every presumption that he is dead.” : 

When asked why he had insured Greye in the 

sum of $5,000, Col. Finley replied: ‘‘ Greye 
owed me a sum of money on a personal debt, 
and when I found that he was going to Florida 
and intended to go around the coast and in the 
rivers in a steam lauuch with a party of 
men who knew uo more about Managing a 
boat than they do about the construction of a 
Greek verb I said to myself, ‘ Well, I'll insure 
his life.” When lL went to the company to get 
the policy I told them exactly where Greye 
Was gving, and what my reasuns were for tak- 
ing out a policy on his li’e. The report of 
Greye’s death s0 soon after the polivy was 
taken out was merely a coincidence, though 
@ very strange one.”’ 
Col. Finley said further that he knew no more 
about Greye and what had become of him than 
did a babe unborn. He had seen him some time 
before he had obtained the policy of insurance, 
and that was the last he knew of his former 
partner. 

Ville talking about Greye and his connection 
with him the Colonel referred to a charge re- 
cently made that he had once been arrested in 
this city for stealing. He suid: “Several years 
ago I was attorney for a man in London by the 
name of Morgan, and I sued him in the Queen’s 
Bench for services rendered. He left for this 
country, so I followed him here. When IL 
roached here he had me arrested for stealing a 
check of $1,900 from him. I explained vbe cir- 
cumstauces to Gen. Pryor and also to District 
Attorney Martine, who sentfor me. Judge Gil- 
dersieeve paroled me the next day, and on the 
day following I went before the Grand Jury and 
was discharged in tive minutes. 

Yesterday morning Assistant District Attor- 
ney Vernon M. Davis sent a request to Col. 
Finley to call upon him. The Colone! did 80, 
and when asked what was the causes of his visit 
said that it was in reference to the old charge 
which the Assistant District Attorney had 
heard of and wanted explained. Col. Finley 
said he explained the matter to the satisfaction 
of that oficial No trace has been heard of 
Greye. 


A HUNDRED MILLIONS. 


THAT’S NOW THE CAPITAL STOCK OF 
THE WESTERN UNION. 


The capital of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company was duly increased yesterday by
